RETROSPECT OF 1874. 


Gener. Tt would be an omission not 
to note the marked recognition which the 
Chinese have twice shown, during theyear, 
of the growing influence of the Press. ‘The 
first occasion was in connection with the 
famons Yang yeb-liu trial, Our readers 
will remember the brutal torture to 
which this man was subjected by the 
Che-hsien because he, an actor, dated to | 
marry a Canton Indy. Cantonese society 
was outraged, and the Che-hsien, also a 
Canton man, lent his willing aid to vindi-! 
cate the proprieties. ‘The yirl was flogged | 
for presuming to say she liked her 
husband. ‘The husband was tortured to 
make him confess he had abducted his 
wife. . It is unnecessary to recapitulate 
the tortures he was subjected to; nor to 











a dangerous opposition from foreigners, 
checked their atdour. An attempt was 
made, instead, to bring to bear on the 
Chinese writers of the Shunpao, the same 
pressure which had crushed the unhappy 
actor. But the editor of the Shunpao is 
an Englishman, and the English Consul 
threw the egis of the Treaty over his 
employés. Mr Major was responsible. 
If cause of complaint existed, they might 
sue Mr Major in au English Court! ‘The 
Cantonese wisely spared themselves the 
waste of time, and sought revenge in , 
starting a rival paper, which was to 
extingnish the Shunpao utterly. ‘The 
new journal, the Mei-pao, has distin 
guished itse:f by an insolent tone towards 
Foreigners, which appears to hurt them 
about as badly as its competition has 
hurt the Skunpao; and, we believe, the 
latter has rather benefitted by’ the 
rivalry. 

‘The second instance to which we have 
alluded, of acknowledgment of newspaper 
influence, occurred in February (W.-C, 
Herald, Feb. 12); when the Chineso 
merchauts of Shanghai advertised, in the 
Shunpao, a petition to the 'Tuotai against 
the extravagant Li-kin taxation, explain- 
ing that they did so in order that “the 
subject might gain publicity far and 
near.” The petition itself is’ a striking 
instance of the discontent prevalent ; and 
the recognition of the force of public 
opinion implied by the publication of the 
momorial, is noteworthy. 

Tn connection with this subject, we 
may meution that a Reading-Room and 
Polytechnic Institution for Chinese has 
been got up, in Shanghai, and promises 
to have considerable success. ‘I'he con- 
ception is, we believe, Mr Medhurst’s, 
d his energetic efforts to carry out the

‘The Museum, which we have so often 
recommended as an addition to the 
Library, has become an accomplished 
fact, and promises to prove a great 
success. The numerous foreign sports- 
men who make so frequent up-country 
excursions during the Shanghai winter, 
have contributed largely; aud an in- 
teresting collection is being rapidly 
arranged. 

From a Municipal point of view, the 
year has been quiet ; without inaugu- 
rating any startling policy, the present 
Council have administered our affairs 
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carefully and well. They have at last 
taken up the question of widening roads, 
on the importance of which we have so 
often insisted. Several improvements 
in this respect have been made, and we 
trust the policy will be energetically 
followed up. 

‘Two important points were raised at 
the Ratepayers’ annual meeting, and seem 
to have had less attention. The need 
for revision of the Land Regulations has 
been often urged, and is generally 
admitted. A committee was appointed 
for the purpose, in 1873, but did nothing. 
Another was appointed in May last, but 
seems to have been equally inactive 
during the past year. We have often 
said that the form of revision that is 
chiefly needed, is entire re-writing. Ad- 
ditions are wanted to the present code ; 
but its great fault is obscurity, resulting 
from the patchwork manuer in which it 
was compiled, altered and amended in 
Committee and at public meetings. The 
groundwork is good, if the meaning were 
clearly expressed; whatover additions 
aro needed may be well noted in Com- 
mittee; but the only ry to attain to a 
satisfactory code, will be by banding 
over the whole thing to a man who can 
write _Inoid English, to remodel. The 
secoud matter to which we have referred, 
is prosy-voting. The principal that 
ratepayers who are present in Shanghai, 
‘but do not care to attend Ratepayers’ 
annual meetings, may still be represented 
by proxy, has been objected to from the 
beginning, and has been found to work 
badly in practice, It is right that absent 
Iand-owners, whose interests are perma- 
nent, should be represented by their 
attorney ; but it is not right that a man 
who votes in virtue of a tenancy—whose 
interests are essentially present—should 
have the samo privilege. A man who is 
in Shanghai should be required to 
register his vote personally. A resolution 
in favour of this view was passed bya large 
majority at the last Ratepayers’ meeting, 
and an able letter was subsequently = 
dressed by Mr Carter to the Treaty 
Consuls, setting forth the reasons for the 
resolution le had proposed. We have 
not yet heard that the Treaty Cousuls 
have taken any action in the matter. 

Another Municipal matter which has 
been much discussed, is the annoying 
presence of the Opium Guild runners in 
the Settlements. We have no sympathy 
with the opium trade, and would not 
interpose a word to prevent its exter- 
mination; but the exaction off petty 
taxes on a few balls of opium as they are 
moved from hulks to opium shops, 
neither will, nor is intended to have, any 
doterrent effect ; it is a simple case of 
petty exaction; and it should be our 
policy to oppose stringently the levy 
of these petty taxes on trade within 
‘Municipal limits. Opium is not the only 
article so harrassed ; aud to admit opium 
tax-gatherers within our limits, is to 
admit an intrusion and an organisation 
that cannot be too strongly condemned 
on principle. The limits of the Port 
should be at least identified with those 
of the Settlement. Foreign goods, of 
whatever description, do not pay import 
uty for the mere privilege of coming 
up the river; additional dues caunot in 
yenson be exacted for the privilege of

right the Chinese may have to tax 
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opium in its subsequent adventures, that 
right can hardly begin in the port itself 
—or the tariff rate had better be struck 
out of the Treaty. However, we are not 
writing to defend opium, but to protest 
against the innumerable exactions of 
which the Opium Guild runners are a 
type ; and which, we contend, should not 
be allowed in our midst. 

The Law business during the year 
has been considerable, as our records 
will show. But, perhaps, the only ease 
of historical interest is the action eutered 
by the Race Club against. the Recreation 
Fund Trustees, to prevent the erection 
by the latter of any buildings within the 
interior of the Course. In an elaborate 
judgment (.-C. Herald, June 20), which 
had the sympathy of the community, Sir 
Edmund Hornby sustained the Race 
Club in their objection. 

Several new buildings have been erected 
during the past year—notably the hand- 
some structure of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bauk, which is nearly com- 
pleted, on the site of Messrs. ‘Turner 
and Co.'s old hong, on the Bund; and 
new Chinese Hospital, which has 
been constructed on the site of the old 
one, in Shantung Road. 

‘The usual talk bas taken place about 
« Sanitarium, with the usual result. We 
seem to be no nearer having one now 
than when Messrs. Hanbury, Coghill, 
Henderson, and Cunningham first went 
to Pootoo in 1863, in search of a suitable 
site. Asa matter of fact, there are any 
number of suitable sites, The Saddles, 
Pootoo, Chusan, would all answer the 
purpose well. But the thing will never 
be settled by committee reports. It 
could be sottled at once by any person or 
any company who would establish an 
hotel on either of the islands, and make 
arrangements for transport, “We suspect 
the real hitch is, that there is not 
sufficient demand to make such an estab- 
lishment pay. The tide of summer 
ration has set towards Chefoo ; and 
an island hotel, depending as it would 
entirely on summer visitors, could not 
exist on half-support. 

‘Another matter of prime importance, 
in which we regret that no steps have 
been taken, is that of harbour conserva- 
tion. We pointed out last year, in 
protesting against the construction of 
the C. N. Co.'s wharf off the French 
Bund, how the course of a sluggish river 
had been interfered with, to the serious 
detriment of its channel ; and how use- 
fully a dredger could be employed in 
conserving the whole seaward course of 
the Hwangpoo, as well as dredging the 
Woosung bar. Not only, however, has 
the completion of this wharf been allowed, 
but no step bas yet been taken towards 
defining the Bund Jine, as a protection 
against future encroachment, or applying 
machinery for the conservation of a de- 
teviorating channel. What we think has 
to be realised, is that our river, although 
draining a large extent of country, has a 
force of current so slight as hardly to 
‘overcome any adventitious obstacle ; and 
that it needs mechanical assistance to 
enable it to hold its own in the face of 
the mechanical and natural difficulties 
that have been placed, and are often 
arising, in its way. 

‘Various changes have taken place in the 
fortunes of the steamercompanies running 
from this port. The year has witnessed 
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the demise of the U.S. N., which had 
better have wound up its affairs than 
adventured on the coast, after it had 
been bought off the Yangtze. The new 
line which had been started to compete 
with the P. M. S, Co. for the trade 
between China and America, has also 
died, and its vessels are being run by 
its older rival. The China Merchants’ 
Steamer Company thrives by the aid 
of its great subsidy ; but the “ Shanghai 
Steam” and “China Coast”  Naviga- 
tion Companies seem to hold their 
‘own against it notwithstanding, on the 
Northern line. On the River, it has not 
yet made any serious invasion ; but the 
two great companies which now have the 
Yangtze virtually to themselves, may 
expect it to enctuach more and more, 
and to cut down ordinary freights with 
one hand, while carrying’ “ tribute-rice” 
at inflated rates with the other.

A correspondent calls attention, in a 
very practical letter, to the question of 
wator supply, ‘The need for steps being 
taken to provide a supply of puro water 
his been urged often enough, and we 
lately referred toa schome which was 
under consideration, for getting up a 
company to erect the necessary works at 
Loonghwa, Our correspondent objects 
that this is too expensive, and suggests 
8 plan for raising water from the Soochow 
creck, ‘The question seems to be one 
of money. If the Loonghwa scheme 
could be started, it would be preferable, 
both as regards completeness and quality of 
water ; and it must tot be overlooked that 
the pipes would pass through the city and 
suburbs, in which a great quantity of 
water could be sold, from fonts to the 
erection of which the authorities are, wo 
be favourable. If the necessary 
capital cannot be raised, the Soochow 
creek plan would be a practicable alter- 
native, 

As the question of Water supply is now 
wider discussion, Mr. H. Evans has shown 
Ns aplon of a scheme which: he conceived 
some time ago, for supplying the settle- 
ment with water from the Defence Creek. 
He would convert the ashole of this into a 
Teservoir. 800 ft. (A) of the space nearest

to be pumped from this into a raised 
reserroir and filter, which would occupy 
the adjacent sections (B& C). ‘The water 
so filtered would run out into the next 
(800 ft.) scetion (D)—which would form 
tho supply tank of pure water. A 
steam engine to pump the water from 
the first section into the filter; and a 
second engine to pump the pure water 
through an arched pipe 150 ft, high, s0 as 
to create the necessary head for forcing a 
supply into the Settlement.—There would 
still remain 800 ft. of the Defence ereek, 
which could be utilised asa awimming bath, 
to be aupplied by conduit pipes from A. 
The estimated capacity of A (the first 
reservoir) D (the pure water tank), and 
E (the swimming bath), is each 1,016,800 
gallous; while the filtering capacity of 
is estimated at 306,600 gallons in 24 hours, 
—A further suggestion is the construction 
of sluice pipes in A, for the purpose of 
flooding drains and providing supply of 
water in case of fire.—Suggestions are 
always valuable when a project is under 
discussion, and we aro glad to give 
publicity to that which Mr. Evans has 
explained to us.

The Peking Gazette of the 15th-16th 
February, contains an interesting batch of 
edicts in regard to Formosan affairs. It 
is rather amusing to find military rewards 
given in connexion with the late dificulty ;

Koxinga dragged again into notice, and 
canonised. 

The Peking Gazette of the 23rd February 
describes the programme observed on the 
occasion of the young Emperor's accession. 
Be was first to offer homage before the 
remains of the late emperor, then receive 


























homage in the Chung-ho throne-hall, and 
afterwards pass to the Tai-ho Urone-hall 
to promulgate the manifesto of accession. 

‘he Gazette of the 24th February con- 
tains an edict on the subject of finance, 
which would be satisfactory, if we could 
hope it will take effect. ‘he Board of 
Revenne is directed to compute the total 
amount of receipts in all the provinces, 
from the land and salt taxes, rice-col- 
lectorates, and also likin taxes, and sale of 
litles aud offices. ‘This having been done, 
expenditure is to be so ordered as to como 
within the limits of income. A return of 
all likin tax stations is also to bo required 
from tho Governors of Provinces.—It is 
evident from all tho memorials and edicts 
that have been lately appearing, on this 
subject, that the attention of the govern- 
ment is being seriously called to tho 
state of the national finances. Whether 
the will aud the power exist, to effect 
reform and retrenchment, remains to be 
seen.—Ono paragraph in the edict creates 
8 suspicion that it is pure verbiage, A 
return to the old system and prices is to 
be effected, in the matter of war matériel, 
In its full meaning, this would imply 
abandoning arsenals aud a return to 
jingals and Chinese powder—which will 
not happen, If retrenchment lind boon 
spoken of simply, it» would have implied a 
better appreciation of actnal facts, 

‘We publish on another page an interest= 
ing narrative of an overland journey 
from Newchwang to Peking. It would 
yeem that floods in Chihli have been moro 
destructive than evenrobbers in Manchuria, 
Tho picture of the two provinces is, on the 
whole, far from brilliant. 

We hear that the Bund in front of the 

itish Concession at Cutwrax has 
partially given way, in consequence of tho 
‘deepening of the river in front. ‘The bund- 
ing in front of the Custom house gave 
way somo few weeks since, aud was partially 
restored by the native authorities in a 
haphazard sort of way. Wo learn that 
the late wet weather has been too much 
for this also, and that the new erection, 
only finished within the last few days, has 
again collapsed.

Unless, therefore, we assume 
that a higher value will be eventually 
put upon the Chinese stock in London 
than it commands here, we may take it 
that Japanese credit is 1 per cent. better 
than the Chivese, in the money market, 
‘The comparison is hardly flattering to 
China, and it remains to be seen how 
her apparent inclination to increase her 
debt will affect her future credit. She 
is actually paying now, at the outset of 
her career, very nearly ss much (103 p. ¢.) 
as Turkey, which is thought to be near- 
ing the end of its financial tether. 
‘The public are apparently willing, as 
yet, to let ber have money more 
cheaply. But the loans are thus 
far secured on the revenue of the 
Foreign Customs, and if the Govern- 
ment goes on much longer at the 
present rate and in its present mood, all 
available receipts from this source will be 
soon completely pledged ; and we may 
be sure that, this limit once reached, a 
much higher rate of interest would be 
at once required. It would not be a 
little strange, if the result of the so- 
called patriotic agitation in China should 
be to turn all the direct income derived 
from duties on foreign trade, back into 
the pockets of the foreigner himself, 

At the time of the threatened diffi- 
culty with Japan, the Chinese professed 
to look down with contempt on the little 
State which was galling them. Rightly 
judging money to be the sinews of war, 
it seemed surprising that a country 
undeniably possessing considerable fina- 
cial resources, should not be able to 
make a better show in that transaction 
than did their own, We have recently 
shown what have been the true reasons 
of the collapse of China, in both its 
military. and financial ‘aspects, In 
neither has she that confidence in herself 
without which a nation cannot be pros- 
perous, Rudely disturbed in its dreams 
of universal pre-eminence, the Chinese 
Government discovered that its troops, 
armed with the antiquated weapons of 
the Middle Ages, were no match against 
European levies. It saw the necessity 
of reform, but commenced the reform at 
the wrong end. It endeavoured to 
imitate the external aspect of those 
forces to which it had to succumb, 
but left out the fundamental principles 
of action by which such forces are re- 
gulated, So in finance, Finding that its 
revenues from trade, in place of displaying 
the elasticity which the return of the 
Empire to a state of internal tranquillity 
would have naturally produced, were 
actually falling off, it took the course, 
not of alleviating the incidence of those 
taxes, but of endeavouring to increase 
their amount. Warnings have been 
given from all quarters, of the effect of 
those measures, One Province after an- 
other has protested agaiust the manner 
in which it has been foreed to increase 
the burdens upon the resources of 
the people. To all this, there has 
been but the one stereotyped reply; 
desiring the provincial officers to see that 
their subordinates do not squeeze. AS 
it is necessary, in order to meet the 
demands upon them, that the higher 
officials should exact as much as they 
possibly can from those below then 
and those in return have recourse t0 
their own inferiors for a similar purpose, 
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it needs no special prescience to foretel 
the result. We do not mean to say that 
there are no well-meaning officials in 
China. ‘The occasional able and straight- 
forward memorials which appear in the 
Peking Gazette, are sufficient proof to 
the contrary. ‘The best of men, however, 
works with the millstone of an utterly 
corrupt system round his neck, and in 
some respects, the higher the office, the 
more corrupt does the system seem to 
Veeome. In nothing does this position 
of affairs appear in more unenviable light, 
than in the reseripts to the memorials 
which from time_to time appear in the 
Peking Gazette. Possibly an utter want 
of power to grasp the true bearings 
of the subjects submitted, is at the 
bottom of the unmeaning verbiage with 
which important memorials are quietly 
shelved. If @ memorial be of too im- 
portant a nature to be thus quietly put 
to one side, the device, not unknown 
indeed in other quarters, is adopted of 
referring it to one or other of the 
Boards. Thus it is, that the memorial 
of Hu Ting-kwei, to which we referred 
some time ago, is delegated to the Board 
of Revenue, fu, our readers are aware, 
requested that the revenue and expen 
diture of the various Provinces should 
ve stringently audited, and that a tre 
yelling commission to enquire into 
abuses be formed. We doubt if the 
Board of Revenue, or the Government 
in its present state of comparative 
feebleness, could give effect to such 
a sweeping proposition. It could, 
however, do much. At all events, it 
could commence reforms near home ; 
but there is no symptom of the purpose 
or the will to do even this. 











‘THE MONEY MARKET. 


A mont rate of interest is, in many men’s 
minds, considered indicative of a crisis in 
trade; and that a high rate is generally a 
resultant of such a state of affairs cannot, 
in the face of the panies which within 
the century have interrupted the even 
flow ofcommerce, be denied. It would, 
however, be nearer the truth to state that 
‘a brisk demand for money indicates a 
wholesome condition of trade; and as 
this brisk demand has the effect of 
raising the charge at which money can 
be obtained, we generally find that times 
of commercial prosperity are those at 
which money fetches its fair price in the 
market. In times of depression, on the 
other hand, money, like other commodi- 
ties, becomes a drng on the market; it 
cannot be safely employed to the same 
extent as when businessis in a more whole- 
Some condition, and hence the amount 
to be lent out on really safe security is so 
much in excess of the demand, that the 
vate of interest obtainable “falls to the 
lowest point. China is at present passing 
through such a condition of affairs. An 
‘nwholesome state of trade isnecompanied 
bya low rate of interest, because no 
profitable use can be made of the sums 
of money usually available for commer- 
cial purposes. “It is not only in the 
case of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, that this want of power to make 
© profitable use of capital is experienc 
ed; native capitalists are suffering from 
the same plethora, and the money lying 
im native banks is but little more ser- 
Wiceable to its owners than have been 





the stocks of unemployed silver which 
remained during the past season in the 
treasuries of the foreign banks. There 
is no doubt that a great deal of this 
stagnation is directly due to the arti- 
ficial impediments imposed on native 
trade by official exactions. They have 
made the cost of trading so dear that it 
could not survive the infliction, and 


hence, in the -faee of cheap money 


and the well known passion of the 
Chinese for trade, it still refuses to 
respond to the natural demands of 
the country. In the Settlements, this 
stagnation is telling severely. ‘The lines 
of untenanted Chinese houses, looked on 
with satisfaction by a portion of the 
community, bespeak only too truly the 
decadence of native trade, and with that 
decadence is intimately connected the 
present unsatisfactory condition of that 
portion of the trade of China in which 
foreigners are directly interested. The 
first offect of such a depression as we 
have noted, is very frequently to cause 
an apparent rise in the value of veel 
property. Some two years ago, we drew 
attention to the then apparent tendency 
to enter on another Iand speculation, 
such as was found so ruinous in the years 
1862-64. Though no such rash specula- 
tion as then took place did happen, it is 
certain that the market for real property 
in Shanghai has, through the want of 
other openings for capital, been unduly 
elevated. At all events, it has not 
followed the evident depreciation occur- 
ring in rentals. ‘The same want of 
a more legitimate outlet for capital 
was greatly instrumental in producing 
the share mania of two years back. 
Capital, owing to the taxes levied on 
trade, could not be profitably employed 
in ordinary commercial undertakings. 
‘Trade, though it had commenced to feel 
the effects, had still enough of apparent 
vitality left to raise the hopes of those 
who trusted in the ultimate results of 
enterprises suited to a different position 
of affairs. Although capital could not 
be safely invested in commodities them- 
selves, it seemed to those who had the 
capital to expend, that the interchanges 
of those commodities would still be 
maintained; a result which, in the 
nature of affairs, could not and did not 
happen. Hence the dissipation of a 
vast amount of capital, yet not enough to 
restore ‘the money market to its normal 
state. Had the Chinese Government, in 
going into the market to borrow money, 
had any intention of using the money so 
obtained for reproductive works, the re- 
cent loans would havebeen an encouraging 
feature, As it is—being merely taken to 
make up for revenues lost through undue 
exactions, and affording the promise of 
an increase of, rather than a relief from, 
those burdens—the present position of 
affairs offers little cause forcongratulation. 
A Government which would set itself 
heartily to reform the abuses of the last 
ten years could effect wonders ; but 
although the present Government of 
China has, by the force of circumstances, 
been made to see the impolicy of the 
course it has been pursuing, it does not 
by any means follow that. it will have 
the energy to take the requisite measures 
to amend that course. It has apparently 
hit on an easy device for throwing on its 
successors the responsibility of introdue- 
ing measures distasteful to itself, and is 











content, so long asit is unmolested—to let 
matters take care of themselves. It can 
of course plead, in extenuation, that it is 
not singular amongst governments in 
this disposition ; yet, at most, this isan ex- 
teunation, not adefence. Sooner or later 
the collapse must come, and of necessity 
will be the more severe, the longer 
reform is delayed. For outsiders, a lesson 
however, remains to be learned. If those 
who filled the treasuries of the banks in 
China with sycee, for which no outlet 
could be found, had duly pondered over 
the condition of China two years ago, they 
would haveseen how hopeless would be the 
attempt to alter the condition of mat- 
ters. The very activity with which 
joint-stock schemes were being taken 
up, was an indication that something was 
at bottom wrong with the condition of 
mereantile affairs. Exchange had been 
going hopelessly down from the accu- 
mulation of capital, of which no use 
could be made ; but in the face of these 
facts, the treasuries of our local banks 
were filled to more than overflowing 
with sycee, some of which at least bad 
been picked up at extravagant rates, 
‘These indications wore unobserved by 
those who were floating with the stream, 
To them, everything wore a couleur de 
rose ; and the result has been a collapse, 
felt widely and keenly by the whole of 
the foreign community. 

















THE DEADLOCK AT TIENTSIN. 


Our Tientsin letters describe a curious 
dendiock that has lately oconrred at ‘Tien- 
tsin, On tho 8th March, the Customs 
‘aotai issued a proclamation, laying down 
certain rules with regard to the collection 
of duties on native morchandise :— 

‘Tientsin, 20th of Ist Moon, 

«The Oustoms’ and Foreign Affairs’ Tao- 
tai, &e., of Tientsin, issues a Proclamation : 

Whereas, according to law, iti 
ut on Chinese merchants when 

native goods from steamer or sailing 
ship, after payment of duties atthe 
Foreign Customs, to apply to the Hou Kwan 
(Native Customs) and then hand in li-kin 
duties ; tho previous ‘autai, Tsung, fear- 
ing that cargo would be smuggled through, 
after passing the Foreign Customs, Inid 
down regilations, as reported by memorial 
to the Throne, to the effect that the For- 
eign Customs should draw up, in triplicate, 
edules of native goods passed, for the 
guidance of the Native Cu ‘These 
regulations, however, have degenerated bj 
Tength of time into an empty formula, an 
native merchants no longer make applica- 
tion to the (Native) Customs in conformity 
with the schedule. Still worse, they crag- 
tily declare the cargo to be Forci 
perly, give false marks, return less weight, 
falsify quality, change packages, and are 
guilty of all species of malpractices. Si 
the opening of Foreign commerce, native 
goods, coming formerly by internal water 
routes, now arrive by sea, and the How 
Kwan (Native Customs) at present depends 
ly on li-kin duties to make up. the 
deficiency in its proper duty receipts. 
Therefore, in view of the loss arising from. 
the smuggling practices of merchants, it 
behoves the Taotai to at once carry into - 
effect the regulations referred to, and to 
take strong measures to suppress recent 
practices, and in addition to deputing 
officers to take stringent and coercive mea- 
sures, it is proper that this admonitory 
proclamation be issned. 

Let, therefore, all merchants and shop- 

keepers, concerned with entering Imports 



















































at the Customs, know that, henceforth, 
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Imports of native cargo, after passing the 
Foreign Customs, must at once, in accord- 
ance with the schedule made by the Foreign 
Customs, give particulars to the ‘Hou 
Kwan” ‘of marks and contents, name of 
lander and date of entry, and pay dites iu 
conformity. In this way, when the cargo 
is transferred to other Godowns, or sold 
and gent away, there will be meats of 
identifying the packages. Passes can be 
ised, and allempts at nefarious gain and 
smuggling will be suppressed.‘ herefore, 
from this date, let all couform to these 
instructions by at once handing in at once 
to the (Native) Customs specific particulars 
of their imports. And, in the event of 
any one being detected in the design to 
violate these orders, they will be heavily 
ptmished, Let all trembling obey.” 

‘A report immediately got abroad that 
foreign goods were to be also subject to 
the same regulation, and tho native mer- 
chants one and all refused lo take delivery 
of their Shanghai consignments. ‘The 
steamers of course could not keep the 
goods on board, so they were discharged 
on to the Bund, which was soon laden and 
blocked with merchandise. Foreign me 
chants appented to their Consuls to protest 
against the innovation which was causing 
the stoppage, and the Consuls remoustrated 
with the Taotai. But the Tactai repudiated 
any such intention as that imputed, ap- 
peated to tho Innguage of his first procla. 
mation, and issued a second, emphasising 
the distinction between “native” and 
“foreign ”—which terminated the dif- 


ficulty :—

Chinese merchants. who receive consign- 
ments of native imports have of late been 
disregarding the Regulation established by 
H. K. Chung-how, ex-Superintendent of 
‘trade, which requires that after duty has 
been paid at the Foreign Custom House, 
the triplicate certificates there given shall 
be taken to the Revenue oftice for payment 
of the Revenue taxes ; and the result of 
this has been that smuggling has been 
carried on at pleasure, For this reason the 
existing Regulation was promulged in 
special proclamation, wherein it was di 
tinetly stated that native goods belonging 
to Chinese merchants, and not Foreign 
goods, were referred to. 

It has come to my knowledge that un- 
principled native merchants have been 
cireulating canards to the effect that all 
foreign goods, whether intended for local 
consumption or transit to the interior, 
after paying duty at the Foreign Custom 
House, must be reported at the local 
Revenue ollice and pay the duties there. 
‘hese people presume tu tke 
thomselves to. leave all their forcign 
goods on the bund, and refuse to. take 
delivery ; and they’ designedly instigate 
foreign merchants to lake action, hoping 
in this way to resist payment of taxes on 
native goods. Such malignity is utterly 
detestable. Lhave'sent police to 
but secretly, track owt and arres 
offenders, and have also communi 
with the Foreign Consuls on the subject. 
This proclamation is now issued for the 
information of all merchants concerned. 
Hereafter, when native goods imported per 
foreiyn steamers or sailing vessels have 
paid duty and beon cleared at the Foreign 
Custom House they mst, according to the 
Regulation for triplicate certificates, be 
reported the same day at the head Revenue 
office for payment of Revenue taxes, 

Should any one presume to secretly 
engage in smuggling, he will on detection 
be unretentingly prnished according to 
aw.

‘The impression seems to be, among 
foreigners in Tientsin, that the Taotai did 
purpose collecting from foreign goods as 
well as native.; and it is possible the 
native dealers may bo aware that snch is 
actually the case, ‘The Tactai, however, 
distinctly denies any such intention, He 
says he was simply re-inforeing certain 
old regulations, established by Chunghow 
some years ago, but allowed to fall into 
abeyance ; and he implies that the Chi- 
neso merchants were mis-reporting the 
case to foreigners, in order to enlist 
their aid in fighting a false battle, It 
must be admitted that the Taotai’s asser- 
tions are borne out by the language of his 
proclamation ; and we are inclit 
believe him, In that ease, if our ' 
correspondent is well informed, there would 
seem to hare been a huge mistake made 
at the Foreign Customs.—At any rate, the 
second proclamation distinetly settles the 
matter, and after its appearance the Chi 
nese at once took delivery of their goods.

The Bund, about the third of a mile in 
length, is pyramided from one end to the 
other ‘with foreign imports and import 
merchandize generally, the Chinese owners 
tofusing to take delivery of them, from the 
foreign steamer agents. This arises from 
the Chinese Government having demanded 
from the Chinese Shanghai importers a 
likin tax upon them, directly on. their 
Passing the foreign or sea Custom house. 














Hitherto all likin taxes were exacted on the 
goods on their being either sent into tho 
interior, or on being sold for consumption 
on the ‘spot. A proclamation was issued 
to-day on the subject, butas Tonly heard of 
it this evening, Lhave not yet seen it nor 
obtained acopy of it; soas yet I do not know 
precisely the terms of the present exaction, 

Lam told ‘generally, however, that it is to 
refund the disbursements for the Formosa 
occupation, and the warlike preparations 
thereby called into action on the part of 
the Government of China. By the last 
steamers departed for Shanghai, the Chi- 
nese merchants, here called in’ common 
parlance “ brokers,” wrote to all theit mer- 
cantile friends in the South, Shangh 
&c., &e., not to sond them any more goods, 
as they could not meet the claims of the 
Chinese Government here aa to the liltin 
exactions on such. Ido not suppose that 
any one ever saw such a sight as our Bund 
at present offers—hills of merchandize from 
one end of itto the other. A stranger 
coming here, and looking at the scene from 
the deck of ‘tho atonmers, would undoubt- 
exclaim, ‘Rain must never fall 
mtsin, at this season at least, and 
thieves must never have any existence 
in the British Settlement.” In other places 
the goods would have to be placed in 
warehouses, under cover, to protect them 
from the weather, and under lock to pro- 
tect them from thieves, J hear that the 
Consuls have addressed the Customs on 
the subject, protesting against the exaction 
‘The matter will no doubt have to be 
forred to the Governor-General of Paou- 
ting, by the Customs official here, for 
instructions as to giving a reply to tho 
protests. 

Thereis naturally, just on the commence- 
ment of the season, grent excitement 

of tho Chinese 
hi Wo hear that 
sowie of them have closed their doors, and 
have prepared for troubles here with the 
Government. 

\A couple of days back, Chenrd a rumour 
turbances having broken out amongst 
people of T'zechow, the district where 
hw China Merchants’ Steamer Company 
intended, we heard some months back, to 
work the coal mines by foreign machinery. 
This evening the report has become more 
general, and is that the people are opposed 
to the working of the mines with foreign 
plant. 

In my next, Ishall have more informa- 
tion to send’ you on the likin exactions, 
and on the disturbances at Tzechow. 

His Excellency Herr yon Brandt, the 
new German Minister to the Court of 
Peking, arrived here from Shanghai this 
morning, in the 8, 8. N. Co.'s steamer 
Chihli, “on his way to the metropolis 
Mr. Brandt is no stranger in ‘Tientsin, 
having, as Secretary of Legation, resided 
here several weeks when, in 1861, th 
German treaty was being negotiated wi 
China, His Excellency Li Hung-cha 
not having yet returned to ‘Tientsin, th 
is at present no high Chinese official 
on whom Mr. Brandt can call during 
his stay. ‘This fact shews the necessity 
of a Chinese high oficial being always 
stationed at this “place, the port of 
Peking, with whom foreign Ministers could 
meet on equal terms for the transaction 
of business or on visits of courtesy. Mr. 
Brandt will leave to-morrow for Peking, 
going by boat. 

‘The thermometer this morning stood 
at 28° Fahrenheit. We are having charm- 
ing Spring weather. Wild geese still con- 
tinue to fly over to the North.

The foreign public here were subse- 
quently told that, after the 'Tientsin native 
dealers had perused the proclamation in 
question, they repaired to the Custom 
House for further information on its tenor ; 
‘and were then informed that all the Barrier 
taxes would be levied on all their imported 
merchandize, both native and foreign, at 
the time of paying the import Customs 
duties on them. ‘The proclaimed Customs 
information, and the verbal Customs infor- 
mation, it ‘thus became obvious to the 
native ‘denlers, differed very mat. 
As they were not inclined to acquis 
the new regulation of the Customs, they 
consulted together, and came to the deter- 
mination not to take delivery of their goods, 
come by the steamers ; but to allow them 
to be discharged on the British Settlement 
Bund by the steamers, and to remain there 
under the charge of the steamer agents till 
they could come to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment with the ‘faoutai on the subject, 
‘They, besides, wrote to their agents at 
Shanghai by the out-going steamers, to stop 
sending any more goods to them at Tien- 
and they even came to an arrangement 
with Mr. Moore, the agent of the 8. S. N. 
Co, for the Chilli to take back to 
Shanghai their goods still on bonrd her,

FOOCHOW. 


The Foochow Herald says the dredging 
of the river Min between Limpoo and the 
Arsenal has been fully determined, and 
that powerful steam dredges will be 
ordered from Europo. Tt is not to be eup- 
posed the officials are doing this from any 
desire to facilitate commerce, but because 
“the river is fast filling in’ front of the 
Arsenal, and if matters are allowed to go 
on at the present rate, that establishment 
will have to be given up, and millions of 
‘Taels written off as useless expenditure, 
So long as foreigners alone complained of 
the inconvenience and injustice of being 
deprived by this barrier of easy access to 
their ships, at a ‘Treaty Pert, nothing was 
done or even attempted; but now, when it 
is found that an establishment belonging to 
the Imperial Government is in peril, 
through causes that jd never have 
been permitted, the officials are ro 
themselves to a sense of their duty. 
‘The origin of the trouble does not appear 
to be ‘heaven-sent,” in the present case. 
It consists of a mass of granite laid across 
the channel at Limpoo in 1842, to prevent 
foreign vessels coming up in time of war. 
There is somo hope, therefore, for the 
Howangpoo. When, therefore, the approach 
to the Kiangnan Arsenal threatens to be- 
come closed, perhaps the oflicials may see 
fit to order out dredgers. Of course, it 
ia not at all worth while doing this 
for the sake of commerce ; but Mr. Hart 
will admit that it would be a pity all the 
money spent on the Arsenal should be 















































wasted.—Mr. Giquel is going home.—It 
is rumoured that Captain Tracey will soon 
arrive {o take command of the Chinese 
corvette Yang-woo, which will be des- 
patched on a cruise round the 
‘The Racket Club has not flow 
well as usual during the year, owing to the 
absence of many players.—The Herald 
also says reinforcements are being des- 
patched to Formosa to avenge the defeat 
lately inflicted by the savages upon the 
Imperialist troops.

BONGKONG, 


A curious case has been tried before tho 
Hongkong Court, arising out of the late 
Macao coolie trailic. A Dr, Fabregas, who 
was interested in the coolie trade, ‘sued 
Mr, Espantoso, who way also actively 
engaged, for $19,500.

Mauri and early in the month of 
January last, the Administrator reported 
the ready to begin crushing the 
crop. financial arrangements by 


which the Directors were enabled to carry 
out the above wero made with the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
in March and April, 1874, and naturally 
contemplated the supply of the necessary 
funds for the working of the present season, 
the results of which it was understood wero 
to determine the future of the Company, 
In furtherance of this, every preparation 
was made by the Directors for the crop 
1874-75, advances wero obtained from the 
Bank for the purchase of the necessary out- 
aide cane, fuel and other material, and in 
fact since the 9th of January, the Factory 
hhas been in full operation ‘and the last 
advices received from the Administrator at 
Lacouchaisee were of a satisfactory nature. 
It was therefore with no little" surprise 
that the Directors received on the 13th of 
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February last, a formal demand from the 
Bank, for the immediate payment of the 
entire sum due, and at the same time read 
in the published Report of the Bank Diree- 
tors that “stops had already teen taken 
to realize this Company's property with all 
despatch,”—The Chairman said’ that th 
action taken by the Hongkong and Shangha 
Bank would necessitate the sale of. their 
property, which would not, at a forced sale, 
cover the amount due to the bank. The 
only thing left for them to do, therefore, 
was to go into voluntary liquidation, A 
resolution to this effect was carried.—The 
Hyaspes, which took away the mail of the 
19th Feb. from Shanghai, broke down 
between Honzkony and Singapore. At 4 
4.x, of the 23rd Feb., when about 275 miles 
from Singapore, the piston on the high- 
pressure cylinder was found to be louse. 
‘The engines were at once stopped and tho 
head of the cylinder lifted; after the 
engines had couled sufficiently, the unt at 
the piston was removed, when is found 
that the thread had woru away. 
Being very light, the steamer could do 
nothing under canvas, aud so was obli 
to lie-to while the engineers and machi 
repaired the danage, Tt was ford neces- 
sary to fit a “catler” through the piston 
rod, over the nut at the piston, which was 
accomplished at Oh. 40m. p. m. of the 25th, 
after a delay altogether of 56 hours, after 
which the vessel was able to steam ahead 
aut full speed, —Phe Patroclus left Singapore

rial temple be erected at T’ai-wan Fn, and 
a posthumous title of canonization be con- 
ferred upon him, in gratification of the 
public wish. Let the proper Board take 
note. (Note.—The decensed hero referred 
to above was the celebrated freebooter 


Chéng Ch’éng-kung, BR HI, who, for 
his services in tho canse of the Ming 
dynasty in its last struggles against tho 
invading Manchus, was honoured by the 
Vestowal of the surname of the imperial 
family, in exchange for his own. He is 
consequently spoken of above as Chu 2S 
Ch’éng-kung ; and from the fact of his 
investiture with the Kwoh-Sing or surname 
of the rulers of the stale, he was designa- 
ted among his adherents by the title of 


Kwoh-Sing Yeh (BY HE Ff, which was 


rendered by the Portuguese as Koxingn 
or Koshings, Beside waging a bitter 
warfare against the Manchus, he under- 
took, for his own benefit, the expulsion of 
the Dutch from their settlements in 
Formosa, which he successfully achieved 
in 1661-1662, He died almost immediately 
after victory had rowarded his efforts in 
this directior uid his achievement tended 
only to the foundation of the Manchu 
Sovereignty over the island, which was 
surrendered in 1683 to the Manchu 
authorities of Fuhkien, by his grand 
nephew Chéng K’éh-shwang). 

(3) A decree in reply to n memorial by 
Shén Pao-chéng and his colleagues, re- 

esting that the ancient interdict upon 
the cultivation of lands in the interior of 
Formosa, be removed. From the time 
when the whole island of Formosa became 
part of the Imperial dominions, in view of 
the alien customs prevailing ‘among the 
various savage tribes of the interior, 
Chinese subjects of the mainland have 
been prohibited against crossing over to 
Foimosa, and likewise against illicit entry 
into the savage territory, (o the end that 
turbances. might be obviated, Now, 
inasmuch as Shén Pao-chéng and his 
colleagues have taken ateps to throw open 
tho interior, it is eminently necessary that 
cultivation of the lands lying waste should 
bo encouraged, and the existing institu 
tions shold be modified in consonance 
with the requirements of the present 
time. The removal of all prohibitions 
heretofore, in force, restricting Chines: 
subjects from crossing over to Formosa, is 
hereby granted, and the interdict upon 
trade in iron and bamboos is at the same 
time rescinded, with the object of affording 
encouragement. Let the proper Board 
take note.

‘THE FIRE ON THE FRENCH BUND. 


‘Tho promises on the French Bund oc- 
cupied by the Mitsu Bishi Steam-ship Co. 
were burned down yesterday morning. 
The fire-bell rany out the alarm about 6 
a.m, ; and. the several Companies of the 
Fire Brigade were quickly on the spot, and 
ina very short time twelve streams of 
water were brought to bear upon the bamn- 
ing building. ‘The men-of-war in harbour 
also landed detachments with great 
promptitude, who were active in saving 
merchandize and such moveables as 
could be got at. Nearly all the office 
furniture, safes and books were Uns saved. 
The flames spread, however, with yreat 
rapidity, and in an incredibly short tin 
the whole building wasablaze. ‘The efforts 
of the firemen were groatly directed to 
saving the adjoining premises of the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes Company, in. whose 
godowns some 370 bales of .silk were 
stored ; and their efforts weresuccessfnl. The 
danger at one time seemed imminent that 
these also would catch, and the heat was 80 
great that several windows were broken.— 
By Sam. the fire was so far got under 
that all danger of its spreading was pi 
but the buildings in which it originated 
were destroyed—with the exception 
of one room, which seems to have 
escaped almost ‘intact. A bedstead stand- 
ing in it wos apparently uninjured, and 
a small dog was found under it’ none 
the worse for his adventure ; though he 
was so thoroughly frightened’ that it was 
with some dificulty he was persuaded to 
leave his post. 

‘The origin of the fire has not, so far as 
we can learn, been ascertained ; but we 
are informed that a smell of burning wood 
ved about 3 a.m, and our 
informant went round the godowns und 
his charge, but could not ascertain whence 
itcame. Several streams of water were 
kept playing upon the ruins till late in the 
day, to secure the complete extinction of 
tho ombers, and prevont a fresh outbreak, 
‘Phe accident does not involve a heavy loss

NOTES OF AN OVERLAND JOURNEY FROM 
NEWCHWANG TO PEKING. 


On the morning of 12h November, 1874 
a “large” clumsy cart with straw mat= 
awning, drawn by two hoi 
came to my door. Tu this 1 je 
Poking and back. ‘The axle of thi 
or goods cart, is firmly wedged into the 
wheels and rovolves with them, The eart 
is mentioned in the “Lwun Yu,” along 
with tho ‘“emall” or travelling eart used 
all over the North and in the streets of the 
capital. Confucius may have often sat in 
one on the opposite side of tho ferry. 
Clad in a fur suit and with abundance of 
wrappers, 10° below zero could be louked 
caluily in the face. In this large eart one 
can recline at full length or sit up at plea- 
sure, Jolting in ruts on the plains, bump- 
ing against rocks in the mountains are 
some of the minor evils inseparably con- 
nected with all cart travelling, for the 
Jusury of springs is unknown, and I fear 
impossible before the construction of 
something worthy the name of roads. 

As it was full mid-day before the team 
was got in motion, we got no further than 
60 Ui the first day.” By the time we arrived 
at the bank of the deep, wide, swift-flowing 
Liao, the sun had gone down, and al} 



































aétempés to summon the boatmen from 
‘Tien-jwang-tai were futile, 

We knocked at the gato of the largest 
compound in the small liamlet on the Bast 
of the river and, after some parley, were 
admitted.

Never did 
I see a Chinaman with s more listless, 
spiritless expression than this man wore on 
his face, pale and thin from want of food. 
“No,” he said, “there is no business. 
‘Those robbers have driven it all away.” 
On my return homewards it was reported 
that the robbers had crossed the river, 
plundered the desolate inn of its few pos 
sessions and taken the poor man’s life. 

Next morning by sunrise we were al the 

i k expecting the ferry boat. At 
seven o'clock she still had notcome. At 
eight I became impatient and sent the 
carter across in a sanpan,” Atnie Ieould 
stand therenolonger, and inno very peaceful 
mood summoned a small boat to take me 
neross to the ferry-house, A very oblig- 
ing, respectable Chinaman accosted me by 
name ;—had supplied me with beef, ete, 
in Newchwang, and readily conducted me 
to the ferry-house. He was most frank and 
friendly, ‘and by the time we approached 
the ferry-house my wrath was evaporated 
and ho was quite ready to acknowledge 
that the ferry was his! Jt was about mid- 
ny before the cart was got fairly acros 
Tinention this man, who was an intelligent 
Mahommedan, because in the course of a 
long conversation’ as to the origin and 
progess of his religion in China, J happened 
to say that a gentleman had informed me 
of a belief common among Chinese, tat 
the present dynasty was about to expire, 
and that the next would be a Maliom: 
























































medan. No,” said my friend with a 
most thoughtful, serious countenance look- 
ing to the ground, “No, we do not wish 





that, we do not desire to see a Mahom- 
medan, lord of China, Our sacred boo 
declare that immediately upon the acce 
sion of a Mahowmedan dynasty there will 
break out a period of two hundred years 
anarchy, universal confusion and war, An 
this period over, comes the Inst day, when 
the earth shall’ be destroyed. No, we 
dont want that.” At Tienjwangtai com- 
mences tho ‘robber-producing” country” 
asmy man called it. ‘This robber tract 
took us five days to pass through, on ac- 
count of the bad ruads. It is about a 
hundred miles from K. to W., with a 
number of goodly sized villages, though not 
0 poptilous as tire region to the W. of it, 
nor as that to the KE. of the Liao. 

Early one morning, as we were about to 
pass before a village inn, a carter coming 
from the west whispered, ‘They are taking 
money in there.” My carter hurriedly 
drove his team to the left, in order to pa: 
through the village by another road. 
meaning of the words turned out to be, 
that there were three armed robbers in the 
inn, levying binck-mail of tén taels on each 
empty'cart, in default seizing horses or 
mules, and taking what they would find 
useful from other carts. ‘There were 
twelve carts, representing at least fifteen 
men, detained then. ‘The theee men went 
up ou the house-top and looked after our 
cart as long as it was in sight, seemingly 
undecided whether or uot to attack it. In 
the evening it was reported there were 
soven “white wolves,” but they feared 
foreign arms. When some miles away we 
observed a large white cloud behind us, 
and ascertained it wasn stock of winter 
fuel fired by those robbers, becauso the 
owner would not or could not pay the sum 
of money demanded. 

The robbers of Manchuria have not a 
particle of the generosity ascribed to the 
Robin Hood class. ‘The poor fout-traveller 
is stripped of his cotton-wadded garment as 
readily as the wealthy of his fur-robe. 
‘The innkeeper has to furnish the best in 
his store in abundance, and of course 
“without money,” while the wives and

‘The great majority of theso robbers are 
Mahomedans, proudly claiming descent 
from the Arab bandite of the far West 
Mahommedans are however plundered with 
the same impartiality as Buddhists, There 
is no sign of connivance or secret under- 
standing of innkeepers and carters with 
the banditti, for these classes suffer most. 
Tu those districts which are their haunts, 
one robber is as powerful as twenty. ‘The 
carters at the above inn, though a hundred 
strong, would not dare defend their pro- 
perty for fear of vengeance ; in less than 
twenty-four hours au.iun or village would 
be burned to the ground, where any of the 
gang has been attacked. 
‘One afternoon we put up 
good inn under the supervi 
friar of the Buddhist order, He lias a 
small temple with (wo disciples, but his 
heart is in the inn, where he employs from 
seventy to eighty men, fle looks the 
rotund land-lord rather than the ideal 
abbot. His left eye is a large round one, 
looking a great: deal too much to the left, 
and is always weeping, not [ fear from reli- 
gious emotion, His right is a very small, 
scarcely perceptible eyo, butis large enought 
to look ‘after’ the main chance Tt. was 
commonly reported that robbers dared not 
attack this inn, nor come within 20 li of 
it; uot from religious motives but because 
of the 80 men, Unfortunately for him 
this belief waa belied, for just before my 
return a party of ‘fully’ one hundred 
robbers attucked and pillaged his pro- 
misi 
About 100 miles West of ienjwangtai 
y village of Shiisanjantsit, w 
id vid Tienjwangtai converges with 
road from Moukden to Jinchow 
and Peking, Once here, it was said there 
was no further danger from robbers, as the 
road was so much frequented, bands of 
soldivrs passing over it almost daily. On 
the way back the heroic conduct of a band 
of 50 soldiers from Jinchow was much

praised, ‘Thisband were sent Enstwards to 
punish or cheok the robbers whohad pillaged. 
{ Abbot's” inn, ‘They came upon a party 





of 50 robbers, while the latter were enjoy- 
ing their opium pipes in the largest inn of 
Shiisanjanted, killing 4 of them and dri 
ing the reat Wastwards as far as tho hills 
to the Sonth of Monkde ivi 
the above village, I found this 
iderably modified. Fifty soldiers’ were 
on their march into the robber district, 
but found it pleasant to in the inn 
above mentioned, before beginning their 
campaign, During night a party of 60 
robbers, who had heard of tho movement 
of the soldiers, rushed upon the inn, fired 
it, killed 3 men and got one killed, put- 
ting the soldiers to flight, I saw the inn 
with seareoly half the wall standing. So 
wich for Chinese veracity, Chinese 
soldiers eunot root out this pest, for they 
dure nul altack the mountain retreats, 
Nearing Jinchow ou our way home, we 
saw a aumber of heavily loaded carts 
turning back, many. others standing 
undecided. ‘The reason of this was, that 
the Jinchow authorities had given orders 
to hire a certain number of carts to trans- 
port soldiers to the sent of war in tho Hast. 
Very few carts were needed, but the 
“yayi” pounced upon all the empty 
country carts in the city. ‘The hire given 
by the Jinchow authorities is pocketed by 
the yayi, the innkeepers being compelled 
to feed soldiers, drivers and teams, But 
there were no soldiers to act the paymaster 
for the carta returning, hence the great 
reluctance of drivers to enter the city 
But why seize so many carts? Beeaus 
all who had some spare tiaos gladly paid a 
ransom to be freed from the ‘ press-gang.’ 
And the process of “pressing” carts is 
continued long after all the soldiers are 














































gone. It is ene of the many ways in which 
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the half-paid or unpaid Yamun attachés 
find their wages. 

On the way from Jinchow to Moukden, 
the roads were such as to remind one 
forcibly of the bye-gone ages in the West, 
‘ag described by Sir W. Scott. From every 
cart were flays flying of vavious devices, 
from the yellow, falsely pretondi 
wave over imperial goods, to the red of 
the common guard, called’ “ Bao Bino ;” 
also spears, swords, bayonets and muskets, 
not “gleaming,” for they were all rusty, 
for show not for use. We met one long 
train of travelling carts with these accom- 
paniments and a rear-guard of 50 “Bao- 
dian” besides, Except my own, there was 
no solitary cart. 

We travolled two stages per day, the first 
commencing from two to four a,m., ending 
at from eight a.m, to one p.m. for break- 
fast; the second from breakfast time till 
four p.in., sometimes till dark ; going over 
80 to 120 li per day. The mode of con- 
veyance is no more different from that of the 
South than are the food and habits of tl 
travellers, ‘Nhe tea of the South is replaced 
by boiling water in the North, the native 
traveller deinking a considerable quantity 
on arrival at his inn, His brick sleeping 
kang is comfortably heated by a fire of the 
stout millet stalks which form: ninety-nine 
hundredths of the native winter fuel, as 
dyes the millet grain of the native food, 

After passing Jinchow to the West, I 
observed that the common kettle was di 
placed by a copper tube Sit. long and 3in. 
in diameter, its handle just at the mouth. 
‘This is thrust in among the millet stalks 
under the kang, and the trayeller’s hot 
drink speedily prepared. 

At their meals, all the natives drank 
heated undiluted samshoo, without charge. 
Yet among the thousands I saw drink this 
strong spirit, only one was uproarious. 
Deunkards 1 have not met, though 
instances of men and women’ becom 
druuk are not uncommon, At certain 
seasons of the year it is the custom to get 
drunk, but this is inside the how: 
are enormous quantities of raw 9) 
sumed ; drunkenness is however, not a 
Chinese 

For 400 or 600 li East of Shanhaigwan 
(mountain custom house), the border town 
hetween Chili and’ Manchuria, or 
“Gwanli” and “Gwandoong,” the high 
road intersects range after range of monn 
tains, separated by valleys which as a rule 
‘are very narrow. — fn th the road 
there is probably as much artificial eutting 
T have seen in all my travels. It re- 
fleets far greater credit on the perseverance 
and wealth of the Tang (or other) dynasty, 
than on their engineering skill. ‘There 
are many hundreds, perhaps thousands of 
clay hillocks cut right in the centre, while 
atithe of the cost would have sulticed to 
cut a good road on the face of the hill, The 
engineers seem to have been mire afraid 
of curves than even tho old railways, 
Another advantage they would have gained 
by this slight detour is that they could 
easily make a road broad enough for two 
carts to cross, while at present the carter 
entering a cutting from one aide, has to 
tise lungs unsparingly to prevent 
the entrance of carts from the opposite 
direction. Occrsionally, however, eve 
carters’ Inngs aro insuflicient to watn, and 
two carts or two lines of carts going in 
“posite directions are inside ; and then 
what a waste of words aud loss of time ! 
Chinese dranght avimals are taught to 
draw only, asa rule they cannot  back”— 
hence the cart has to be dragged back- 
Wards outside the narrow ontting by the 
Grivers.. ‘There is also a good deal of cu 
ting in solid rock. ‘These mountain ranges 
all ran from N.E. to 8.W., parallel with 
i great mountain chains, nearly two 
hundred miles to the East and extending 
into Corea; the rich and populous plain 
Watered by the Lito and, its“numerous 
tributaries, lying between. It is rare to 































































































find any exception to this South-westerly 


course. The Chien Shan,” presenting 
mountain scenery as grand as any country 
can produce, lies at right angles to the 
Eastern range. Like the Eastern, by far 
the greater proportion of those mountains 
consists of very coarse-grained granite; 
white prevailing in the Eastern, red in the 
Western. Limestone is not scarce, and is 
pretty extensively burnt in both the East 
and the West. Gueiss and several kinds of 
trap occur, but are far from common, 

We came across three coal-producing 
districts between Tientsin and Jinchow. 
About a day's journey West of Shanhai- 
gwan, very early one morning, with ther- 
mometer about zero, T came up with a 
farmer, busy collecting horse manure for 
his fields, and said, “You get coal here, 
do you not?” * Yes,” he replied, “at the 
distance of a few li.* ‘I thought so,” I 
said, “for there are so many trees 
standing,” Beyond Shanghaigwan, I found 
the province of Chihli (Gwanli”) very 
poor. Many houses in the towns are 
crumbling to ruin, more standing in much 
need of repairs the menus for which seem 
wanting, A few villages are virtually 
deserted, No new ones building, that ean 
recollect. ‘This state of matters appears to 
be the result of perpetual flonds. Last 
year's was a good season, yet provi 
all kinds cost 50 per cent, more than in 
Manchuria (Gwanwai”). If they have 
two yood crops in seven they consider 
themselves wealthy, if only ono, they can 
barely exist, 

There are two things remarkable by their 
absence, fossils and black earth. Over two 
thousand miles of country, N., S., B, and 
W., Chave not come across a single fossil 
moro interesting than lignitie coal and 
some quartz crystals in granite rock. 
Strange that plutonic rock should be so 
universal! Possibly coal mines and lime 
quarries may yet produce some fossils. 
How account for the absence of black soil ? 
I have not yet crossed over 200 yards of 
black earth, All the earth is of a clayey 
consistency, except in the wide river beds, 
which aro sandy and sometimes gravelly. 
Red clay is not uncommon, buta pale grey 
is the general colour. In all the planta- 
tions known to me at home, the earth was 
black, and black in proportion to tho 
thickness of the trees and shrubbery ; in 
almost all marahy yround—in all bogs, it 
was black, and peculiarly so in old grave- 
yards. Is the blackness the result of, and 
in proportion to the of, animal or 
veyetable decomposition ? Chinese use up 
all straw—even roots—for fuel. 

‘The people have a saying, “Every five 
Tia ‘dwuw’ 1 every ten li n ‘td’ YX ;” the 
dwun, a square brick fire-beacon is 
there in excellent preservation, but there 
is only one td, and it ocours’ just out- 
hundred fest square. 
‘The remains of ‘ancient earth-works lie 
round about it, for hore, it is said, the 
anciont Chinese warriors nsed to marshal 
ic hosts in order to meet the Corean 
ld Jinchow, and who have left 
two Uorean towers to the west of it. 
Many must have been the battles before 
the Coreans where driven first beyond the 
Lino, and finally the Yalov, where they are 
all but inaccesible to any army marching 
through Chinese soil 

At every two and a half Wiisa small 
house, neat and clean, for it is yearly 
white-washed and painted South, East and 
West with large black characters, iutimating 
that inside is the catcher of thieves, and 
giving the names of the district town and 
the nearest inns east and west of it. In each 
is supposed to reside a Manchu soldier, to 
protect the trees which should grow at 
each side of the road as “ guides ;” but 
there are more empty than ocenpied houses, 
and nearly as many houses as trees. 

‘The thin edge of the wedge has got 
pretty far into the tree of Chinese practices 

in the North. In the vicinity 
of ‘Tientsin is a large number of tall 


























































































































chimneys, regardless of Fungshuy,” 
useil in the manufacture of war-storer, 

Lu Tientsin, 1 was particularly interested 
in the scene of the murder of ‘the French 
nuns. From the rumours current, I fear 
there was some basis for the fury’ of the 
populace, in a want of prudence on 
tho part’ of those who paid so dearly. 
We know to what a pitch of fury the 
people of the West could be roused by 
tales of the “ resurrectionists ;” and how- 
ever groundless and absurd the calumny 
that “children’s eyes were used for the 
proparation of foreign medicines, it was 
the part of prudent people to allow and 
even invite all neodful examination to 
remove that calumny. Roman Catholics 
object to throw their nunneries open to 
government inspection. ‘They carried out 
this policy in China, and, as in the West, 
people believed there was something evil 
ty conceal. ‘This missionary, question is 
Aifiicnlt, only because of the ‘open ur secret 
opposition of most politi ty all nis- 
sions of every kind, — If politicians went 
calmly to work to check imprudence on 
the part of such mon as are imprudent, 
they would gain the hearty support of the 
best missionaries ; but, as long as they 
lump all missionarivs together, as more 
injurious thau drunken sailors or licentious 
clerks, they need surely not expect the 
co-operation of auy missionary worthy the 
name. Protestant missionaries may be, 
and perhaps sometimes are, guilty of indis- 
cretions, for which, if serious, they should 
be called to account; but there are some 
practices (not acts merely) common among 
Roman Catholics which should be put 
down by those who have or ought to have 
the power, 

‘Pho Chinese officials are correct in stat- 
ing that the poople do not know the di 
tinction between Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, Where contact with Protestant 
missionaries is frequent, the exiatence of the 
difference is known, but the groat majority 
of the natives are ignorant of it 

Experience tells me that missionaries 
should be enconraged as much as possible 
by our authorities to visit the interior, 
Gu my journey Westwards, it was often 
with digleulty and always with grumbling 
we found entrance to us; we were

received with open arms whenever, on our 
return, we fell in with the track ‘already 





I do not thivk anything will open 
intorior so readily as the frequent 
jonary, who should, as a 
rule, speak the language better than the

steamers, Land carriage adds largely to 
the expense of cheap yoods. Grain, which 
sold in Jinchow at 26, was selling in 
Moukden at 15, the difference, principally, 
showing cost of land carriage over 300 li, 
Cottons, too, are both heavy and buliy in 
proportion to their value; hence every 
hundred li makes an appreciable difference 
in the prics, and the supply of cottons 
rapidly decreases till at last they disappear. 
This is trae of Jinchow, which is nearly 
500 li from Newchwang, and gouds carted 
thither have to pass over a ruxd very ex- 
pensive in horse fead. Opium is the only 
thing which heeds not cart-hire, being 
expensive in proportion to its weight and 
bulk. Hence it is found overy where. 
Jinchow is without exception the busiest 
Chinese city Ihave seu, Its population

should number not much less than 150,000 ; 
its streets are lined with good shops, daily 
thronged by thousands of country custom- 
ers. It is much superior to the lines of 
dooths forming the Capital. Its streets, 
like those of all Manchurian cities, are well 
paved. ‘To the North, on the way to 
Monkden, are two good cities of about 
50,000 souls each, besides some large 
villages; one needing only a wall to be 
ed a city. To the West are several 
cities besides Shanhaigwan, some of which 
are very busy. Upon the whole, I think 
Jinchow would become a pretty good centre 
for foreign trade, provided the gulf would 
be found deep enough, 

‘As a mission centre, it presents the same 
advantages as for trading. ‘The Irish 
mission located here have taken that route, 
as we learn from an Irish paper, We 
wish them all success.

Dear Six,—Perhaps you may think it 
worth while to insert few lines, which 
may help to clear up some of the vbsourities 
caused by the very peculiar spelling for 
Chinese riames, which your correspondent 
has adopted in his interesting account of 
his overland journey from Newehwang to 
Poking. 

The lange ety of Jinchow, of which he 
gives a description, is no other than the 


well known Kinchow.fu Gi hy fff, the 


chief city of the smaller of the two fu or 
departments into which Shéugking or 
Southern Manchuria is divided,—Moukden 
being the chief of tho other. Your 
comspondent’s ‘estimate of its population 
is, it is certain, very greatly in excess. 
‘tho walls of the city are only about a 
and a half in circuit, and the suburbs, wit 
the exception of the Knstern one, are 
insignificant. It does not cover one-fourth 
of the area that Moukden does, and three 
independent estimates of the population of 
Moukden agree in placing it at about 
200,000, It is scarcely possible that 
Kinchow-fu contains as many as 50,000 
inhabitants, and it is much more likely 
thatthe population is under 40,000. Its 
principal industries are the manufacture of 
felt and leather articles of all kinds, the 
xaw materials for which are obtained from 
the extensive grazing tracts in its vicinity, 
and from the plains of Mongolia to the 
North. Besides these, its trade is com- 
paratively unimportant, as it is not the 
centre of a lntge agricultural district, 
‘Phe city itself lies twelve miles inland, 
north of the North-western extremity of 
the Gulf of Liaotung, which is here so 
shaliow that junks drawing six feet of 
water lie ab anchor in an open rondstead 
eight or ten miles from the small town 
which auswers for the port of Kiuchow-fu. 
‘The region which your correspondent 
disguises under the spelling of Gvandoong 
is Kwantung, a very commonly used 
popular name for Southern Manchuria; 
and his Shankaigean will be recognized as 
Shanhai-kwan, the important point where 
the Groat Wall terminates in the sea.

WATER. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cumxa Herat. 


Deak Sin,—The chief objection to the 
plans recently proposed for supplying the 
Settlement with water, seems to be their 
great cost. ‘Those who take the pains to 
consider them, after dwelling upon their 
agreeable completeness, come to the distres- 

ng total of cost, put their hands into 
wir empty pockets and sadly walk away. 
Whe general outlines of the proposal are 
—water drawn from the river at the 
Pagoda, brought here in large mains, 
pumped up tu raised reservoirs, and, 
finally, a distribution through the Settle- 
ment extending Lo the foreign houses and 
possibly the uative also. 

‘Lhis elaborate plan is on the principle 
of © Let us do the thing well while we are 
about it.” But when the want is pressing 
for a simple supply of good water, why 
should we care to go beyond the need, at 
the hazard of preventing all action for a 
long time to come ? 

It is not increased Juxury that we want, 
which term may be applied to carrying 
water over our houses, but the supply of 
one of the first needs of life in the simplest 
manner in which it ean be brought to us. 

"Phe firat extravagance in the plan is # 
drawing the water at the Pagoda, involving 
the cost of two reservoirs aud two sets of 
pumping gear, in place of one, and some 
miles of very expensive pipe. We already 
know by experience that there is no prac 
tical difference in the quality of the water 
drawn at the Pagoda and at points near 
the Settlement, including the Soochow 
Creek, the fact being that the earthy 
sediment, which fills and colors all the 

‘water here, helps to preci 

and the water clears itsef in 
rt time. I believe we 
may safely take it for granted that water 
drawn from the middle of the Soochow 
Creek, at half tide and upwards, somewhere 
near the outlet of the Defence Creek, and 
properly settled, would be good enough for 
the purposes of the community, and vastly 
better than any we get at present, 

Proceeding upon the economical prin- 
ciple—having determined upon a point 
near the Settlement, a piece of land of 
about 25 to 30 mow must be bought, say 
of a size sufficient for two capacious pond: 
or ground reservoirs, and the spaco r 
quired for a raised’ reservoir of more 
moderate dimensions 

‘The ponds could be simple excavations, 
with sloping sides, of as great a depth as 
po without taking water from the 
percolations through the subsoil, say, per- 
haps 8 feet deep, and say 400 by 100 euch. 
These ponds would fill at above half tide 
in the creek, by mains which would admit 
the creek water through sponges and coarse 
gravel. As one pond settled, the other 
would be drawn from by the pumps, which 
would throw the water into the raised 
reservoir. This lost could be built of 
brickwork and cement on a mound of 
earth, provided by the excavation of the 
ponds. I do not know the head that 
would be required, but I suppose that 40 
feet would force the water to all parts of 
the Settlement, on the level of the streets ; 
and that height could be got partly by the 
mound of earth and partly by arches, wit 
ontextreme expense. ‘Ihe raised reservoir, 
however, is the costly portion of the ar- 
rangements, and, whatever the cost, must 
be made as substantial and perfect as 
possible, Next comes the distribution. 
‘There are about 27 miles of streets, and 
water fonts should not be more than 800 
feet apart. Allowing for the streets crossing 
each other, and for some fonts thus answer- 
ing in four directions, the number of fonts 
would be about 150. The fonts should 
have springs, so that the water would not 
run without the hand upon the spring, in 
order to prevent waste. 































































Supposing it necessary to raise a revenne 
from the water, either to recompense a 
private Company or pay interest upon a 
‘Municipal water debt, it could be done by 
farming out the various water stations to 
Chinese contractors, who could keep them 
Tocked except at stated hours, and whose 
charge would be checked by the fuct that 
anyone who preferred could supply him- 
self from the present water courses, as 
now. ‘Where the labor of water carriers 
is so cheap as in China, and the mode of 
life makes such a inethod of supply 
almost as convenient to foreigners as pipes 
in the house, it seems a needless extravag- 
ance to contemplate any more perfect 
supply than one which will be within 
400 feet of everyone's gate. Indeed most 
of us would prefer the.water carrier to the 
pipes, considering tho imperfect nature of 
such work here, the carelessness of our 
servants, and the consequent danger to 
our interiors, if our houses were filled 
with pipes, tremulous with a pressure of 
water. 

Will not some one of your clover renders 
and contributors give his opinion upon this 
simple scheme, and perhaps also the ap- 
proximate cost? Until that ia given [ 
venture to sign myself (comparatively).

‘This was an application by Ar, McLoughlin, 
the Trustee of the estate, for his discharge, 

‘Mr, Robinson appeared for the truste 
Rowrssox suid this was a simple ap- 
plication that, the bankruptoy having been 
closed in the regular way by order of th 
Court, the Trusteo be granted his rele: 
‘To entitle him to this release the Act provids 
that he should call  mecting of creditors, 
lay before them a statement of accounts, and 
a report showing the manner in which the 
business had been conducted, and inform 
them of his intention to apply to the Court for 
is discharge, ‘Tho meeting of creditors had 
held, and the accounts lind been ren 
with the unfortunate result that the es 
owes the trustee $89. ‘The only outstaudings 
were a promissory note by Mr. Ritchie, and 
whatever accounts might be collected by Mr. 
Smidt in the estate of Compton & Co., of 
which this estate claimed 3. The Trustee 
had attempted to collect what he could, and 
had sueseeded in getting 814. The Couusittes 
of inspection considered the remainder practi- 
cally valueless. ~ At the meeting of creditors, 
a resolution in favour of granting the Trustee 
hig discharge had been, proposed by Me 
Silverthorne, and seconded by Dir. Sayle, both 
members of the Committee of inspection ; 
6 votes had been given in favour of it, aud 
creditor (for $169) had abstained from voting. 
‘The resolution was as follow: 

1: “That the thanks of the creditors be 
“and they are hereby tendered to Eugene 
“ McLoughlin, Esq., the Trustee of the estate

for his work and labour in and about the pre- 
anises ; and the plaintiff claims in respect of 
‘such indemnification or compensation the sum

8.—Tho plaintiff also sues the defendants 
for money payable by the defendants to the 
plaintiff, for the work, journeys and atten- 
ances of the plaintiff by him done, performed 
and bestowed as the agent of and for the de- 
fondants and otherwise, for the defendants, at 
their request, and for commission and reward 
uo from the defendants to the plaintiff in 
Tespect thereof. 

he plsintf therefore prays 

1.—that the defendants may be decreed 

to Pay to the plaintiff forthwith the said

or suck other sum of money as shall be 
found to be due from the defendants to

The defendant's answer ran thus :— 

Answer. 

1.—No contract or agreement for the sale and

between the defendants and the Representa- 
tive of the Chiva Merchants’ Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, as stated iu the 4th paragraph 
of the plaiutifi’s petition. 

2.—Ie is not the fact as suggested in the Gth 
and 7th paragraphs of the plaintiff's petition 
that the proposed sale and purchase of a 
steamship went off solely by the acts or 
defaults of the defendants. The defendants 
would have been well pleased to sell their 
steamship to the said Company, but were 
unable to do s0 in consequence of the s: 
‘Company's refusal to agree to the terms of the 
defendants. 

3.—By reason of such refusal by the said 
Company, no sale of the said steamship was 
ever effected, and the plaintiff’ was never 
entitled to any commission. 

4.—As to the whole of the petition, the 
defendants say they never were indebted to 
the plaintiff in any sum of money for any of 
the causes of action alleged or stated in the 
said petition. 

‘Mr Warsewon, in opening, said it was a 
suit brought by the ‘plaintiff against the de- 
fendants to recover remuueration for work 
done by him for them in negotiating the sale 
of a steamer to the C. M.S. N. Company, 
He then read the petition and auswer, as 
above given, and weut on to say that’ the 
facts of the’ cane wero tolerably few. ‘The 
plaintiff, in the month of November, 1$72, 
had sold to the C. M. S. N. Cumpany, on 
behalf of George Barnet and Co, 
called the Daybreak, at a good price. Shortly 
afterwards, he met one of the defendants, Mr, 
Robert Little, with whom he had some’ con- 
versation respecting trausactions of that 
kind. Mr Little suggested that he should do 
something of the same kind for them, and the 
result was that a correspondence ensued, the 
plaintiff seuding the defendants a number of 

imates or calculations respecting steamers, 
defendants had bad much to do with 
i ing of ships, and they 
ir with considerable 
heartiness. ‘They telegraphed to England for 
particulars of steamers, and afterwards gave 
plaintiff the particulars: of three steamers, to 
offer to the C. M.S. N. Company. One of 
them was a very large vessel, aud would be 
distinguished in the case as the ‘Tis. 80,000 
steamer ;” the second was a smaller vessel, 
which would be known as the ‘75a steamer ;" 
and the third was the one afterwards kuown 
as the Laptet. The particulars of these 
vessels were handed to the plaintiff, and 
handed them to the China Merchants’ Com- 
pany. He spent a good deal of time in the 
matter, and tiually brought them to terms, 

tting the price which had been named to 
tim by the defendants, for the ‘75a steamer.” 
In all essentials, he concluded the sale of that 
steamer. Much correspoudence passed on the 
subject, there being some 72 letters ; bat he 
(Mr Wainewright) did not propose to burden 
the Court by reading the whole of them.

Mr. Warsewnranr eaid he proposed to put 
in everything, and ho then read a letter from 
the defendauts to plaintiff, which gave the 
prices of the steamers, and pointing out that 
“5 per cent. was a large commission, and 
that they thought he mht offer his friends 
half of it and so get them to fix.” On 
the 25th January, plaintiff wrote to the 
defendants that le had settled the sale 
of the steamer at last, provided the con- 
tract which Mr. Chu had drawn up was 
mutually satisfactory. ‘That letter was en- 
dorsed by one of thedefendaais, X. W. Little, 
* Gore-Booth, steamer sold Chu.” Tivo days 
afterwards, on the 27th January, the de- 
fendant (Mr. A. J. Little) wrote again to 
plaintiff, to the effect that ‘ Broom came to 
him about the Aden, and that he had referred 
‘him to plaintiff,” at’ the same time intimating 
that he thought the price of the Aden should 
be fixed at Tis. 40,000, and that if they could

tating the Laptel for the “75a,” for which 
they ‘were to get ‘ls. 10,000’ more. ‘The 
plaintiff would tell the Court that he was 
informed his commission was all right, and 
that Chu could not back out of the bargain, 
Tt was clear that the plaintif’ was still 
regarded as the middle man between the 
parties, for he was written to ayain on the 
23rd February, to try aud persuade Chu to 
purchase the big steamer, which was repre- 
sented as “dirt chap” at £21,000. ‘The 
defendants had thus gone on fromthe “75a” 
to the Laptet, and were prepared to go on to 
the large steamer. He would here put in 
a letter of defendants to Mr. Broom, with 
respect to the Aden. It showed that they 
looked upon her as theirs, and that they were 
prepared to deal with her.

His Lonvsum—It would appear from it, 
that some alteration had been previously 
notified. 

Mr. Warsewrtomr was of a different 
opinion, and thought it would not be disputed. 
that all through the correspondence the 
plaintiff's commission was to be 5 %, but that, 
at the last moment, the defendants, in going 
over the thing, came to the conclusion that 
they were selling too cheaply, and wanted to 
get something more by lowering the plaintiff's 
commission. 

Mr. Roucxsox—I suppose my friend is 
reading from his instructions? 

‘Mr. Warsewxicur said he was. 

Mr. Rontssox—Thoy are greatly at variance 
with mine. 

Mr. WarsewnichT went on to say that 
the defendant's action could be explained in 
no other way than that he had stat When 
the defendant said, ‘<I will sign the contract 
to-day,” what could have been meant?

Ou the same day there appeared to 
have been a letter sont by plaintiff to the 
defendauts, which he (Mr, Wainewright) had 
not received, because, also on the same day, 
asecond letter was Sout to plaintiff by Mr. 
A. J, Little, in which he said, ‘1 think you 
Gon't clearly understand; 1 will yet ‘the 
steamer out for Tis. 65,000, and of this give 
1,000, and take all risks.” Some- 

time, Mr. A. J. Little wrote 
to plaintilf a chit, inside an envelope, “Tell 
hhim Ihave offered you ‘Tis. 1,000, and that 
you can't accopt it, but that if he comes up 
‘Tis, 2,000 aud waives objectionable stipul: 
tions, I will sign a contract, taki 
30,000, or Aden, immediately ‘on arrival of 
It it can't be settled to-day, 
ler the thing definitely off, i 
t bother about it any moro, 
and I thiuk you are ouly wasting your 
time, too.” ‘There was no date to that chit. 
‘The plaintiff was trying 'to yet Chu to give

We bad never had any 
experience in getting out steamers before, 
and relied a good deal on the plaintiff's 
judgment. I talked to Chu about bargain 
tmouey, aud it was provisionally arranged that 
hte ahoald deposit iin the Hongkong Bank, so 
as not to lose interest. He afterwards suy- 
gested that we should take the Aden instead, 
We never authorised Mr. Gore-Booth to 
conclude any contract without Largain-money, 
because we looked upon Mr. Chu’s position 
aguncertain. received no fuether particulars 
of the Laptek, until after we had decided to 
buy her. In'a later telegram, our agents said 
they did not think well of her engines ; that 
was on the 20th Feb. ‘The particulars’ that 
appear in the schedule were contained in the 
telegram of December. I remember a con- 
versation I had with the plaintiff on board the 
Appin, T told him T thought the sale of the 
Laptek to Chu was virtually settled. Ido 
not think I had seen the contract on 
the lst February. I had instructed 
plaintift to settle the “75a” steamer, for 
‘ls. 25,000 and the Aden. I put the Aden 
at Ts. 30,000. The price for the Laptek was 
‘Tis, 63,000, being all we could get. I hnd 
no further discussion with Chu about deliver- 
ing the Aden to mo. [told him that unless 
he could deliver the Aden at once, wo could 
not come to any agreement.

We resume our report of this case, ‘The 
action was brought to recover the sum of 
‘Ts. 3,800, for werk done and services ren- 
dered ‘ae a broker. 

Mr. Warsewntcur asked permission of the 
Court to recall the plaintiff for a moment, He 
had boen token by surprise by Mr. Little's 
evidence, and wishes if to speak to one 








Issox did not wish to put any 
in the way of plaintiff's case, but he 
might ask upon what point was he to be 
examined ? 

Mr. Warxewnrcnt—As to the date of tho 
telegram which said they could not insure the 
steamer. Mr. Little bad said he had shown 
all the telegrams to the plainti, bat he (Mr. 
W.) thought it could be proved that the 
plaintiff bad not scen this one, as it arrived 
after he went up-country. 

His Lonvsmer said instrict Yaw, Mr. Waine- 
wright was not entitled to recall the plaintiff, 
for the reason given ; but perhaps it would 
save time, if Mr. Robinson iad no objection, 
if plaintiff was recalled. His Lordship added 
that he did not understand Mr. Little to say 
anything of the kind ; and, referring to his 
notes, read, “He saw them all, because he 
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(plaintiff) was in and out of the office all the 
time.” 

Mr, Ronrxsos said he would not object to 
the piniutiff being recalled. 

Plaintiff was accordingly put into the box, 
and said—I have taken steps to ascertain the 
date of my going up-country. I applied to 
Mr. Overbeck, who went with me, and he 
referred to his small cash book, in which my 
name occurs. It is there stated that coolie 
hire began ‘on the 3rd Feb., and we were 
away fourteen days, I did not see the tele- 
gram to the effect that the Laptek was unin- 
surable, I could not have gone up-country 
if there had been any hitch in the negotia- 
tions. 

Mr, Watsewnrcu—I am told the telegram 
did not arrive until the 7th Feb. 

By Mr. Routssos—I think we went away 
on the Sed, certainly not so Jate as the Sth. I 
cannot remember if any coolies were hired 
before the 3rd. 

‘Mr, Rovixsox—Snpposing, when you came 
back from the country, you' bad found that 
the negotiations had fallen through, and that 
Messrs, Little & Co. had not substituted an- 
other steamer, would you have been entitled 
to your commission? 

‘aintiff (after some consideration) —I can- 
not answer the question. 

‘Mr, Rourssoy then addr 
behalf of the defendants. ng the 
claim as extravagant, he said the main ques- 
tion iu the caso was—What was the nature 
of the employment of plaintiff by the defend- 
ants? If the Judge settled that question, 
there would be no didiealty in deallog with 
the claim. Was the plaintiff sent out into 
world, with the particulars of those steamers, 
and it'he came across anybody wanting them, 
to deal at the prices given him? Was 
his authority ? or, was he sent ont with th 
particulars to sco if he could find anybody 

rho would purchase a steamer on those cou- 
ditions, aud, if he found ly, 
hiim to the ‘defendants, to see if they could 
‘come to terms, and in the event of their 
‘eoming to terms, to be entitled to his com: 
mission? He submitted, from the contents 
of the letters that had ‘been read, and from 
the evidence given by Mr. Brown and Mr. 
Wheelock, a8 being in accordance with 
custom, that the employment of plaintiff ly 
the defondants was in accordauce with the 
last position, Now, what was the evidence? 
He called his Lordship's atteittion to letter 
No. 1, which was anterior to the dealing for 
‘those’ three steamers, and in which the 
plaintiff asks if defendants would be willing 
to contract fora steamer of certain dimensions, 
“cash on delivery ; 20 per cent. to be paid as 
Dargain-money—you either to pay my com- 
mission of 5 per cent., or give me half 
of net profit, whichever I clioose, at time 
of coutract.” ‘That letter showed the plaintift 
Knew there mmst be a contract before he 
could do anything to earn his commissi 
‘Those were’ the elements which absolutely 
governed the plaintiff's employment, and in 
addition there was the evidence from the 
plaintiff's own lips. Mr. Little had deposed 
that those terms were the tasis on which the 
Dusiness was to be conduct 
fhe plaintiff acted throughout 
founded his claim upon t 
‘the month of January, 1872, the defendants 
acked plaintiff to find a purchaser on their 
behalf for a steamer they were about to bring 
out, aud that he did find a purchaser. On 
behalf of the defendants, he (Mr. R.) denied 
that plaintiff evor found a purchaser—they 
were, in fact, unable to sell their steamer on 
any terms. '(Vhat was the meaning of finding 
a purchaser? In the course of business like 
‘this, anust it mean a purchaser who can buy 
on ‘conditions satisfactory to the broker? 
With regard to the proposed sale of “75a” 
steamer, that sale his friend on the other side 
id went off through the defendants’ default, 

dit went olf from a cause which was 
incidental to the business itself. ‘The sale 
went off from circumstances over which the 
defendants had no control. ‘The plaintiff said 
he could not answer the question put 
to him just now—a very weak reply. ‘The 
whole caso showed that  plaintif could 
only claim his commission in the event 
fof the steamer being sold—that the mere 
Dringing of parties together was not sufficient 
to entitle him to his commission. Tt was 
clear, in the first place, that the plaintiff 
knew, and that the defendants knew, that 
the expectation was that Tis. 75,000 could be 









































































































got for the steamer, and that a contract was 
fo be made on those terms, If no such con- 
tract was provided, then the plaintiff had 
never done anything to entitle him to his 
commission. ‘Then, in the next place, the 
defendants were to have bargain money. ‘The 
Court had that from the plaintif’s own mout 
‘The consideration of bargain-money was an 
essential which the plaintiff in his employ- 
meut was bound to stipulate for, unless it 
was waived by the defendants. In the third 
place, it was clear that there must be an 
actual sale of a vessel, because the plaintiff 
made it appear that his commission depended 
entirely upon a sale taking place, and he 
showed it was to be paid from profits to be 
derived. Now, no profit could be derived 
uuless there was a sale of the vessel; and 
fourthly, it was apparent that a contract was 
to be sigued. ‘Therefore, unless there was a 
contract sigued, he was not entitled to his 
commission, On those grounds, the defend- 
nts were justified in relusing, wntil they saw 
some such advantages arising to them. When 
they found they could not sell at Tis. 75,000, 
and could not make the brokerage, they were 
bound to make it known to the plaintiff, and 
they did so in the most courteous manner, 
He (Mr. R.) would say that if the defendants, 
for any reasonuble cause as regarded their 
own interest, chose to decliue the contract, 
they were legally empowered to say, “I have 
revived a more advantageous offer,” and the 
broker could not then recover Lis commission, 
In this ease, there had been no contract, and, 
therefore, it conld not have beeu broken by 
the defendants. ‘Therefore, on the grouni 
that the plaintiff was to find a purchaser, 
that event not having happened, he subi 
the plaintiff must be nowsuited. He. aup- 
ported this view by citing a few eases, 
“Read v, Rann” (10, Barnewall aud Cress- 
well); “Dalton v. Teving” (4, Carrington 
aud Payne, 280); “Ball v. Price” (7th Bing- 
ham, 237) 5 v. Boyle” (Comm 
Bench, 16 L. J.); ‘Addison on Contracts” 
(7th Ea, all of which went to show 
that no’ commission could be charged or 
recovered in such a case as tho presout 
less an actual purchase was completed 
and concluded. Upon those cases he sub- 
mitted a simpleproposition, that the event 
upon which alone the plaintiff was to have 
commission, not having happened, he was 
not entitled to his commission. ‘The ques- 
tion that next arose was whether the plain- 
tiff was entitled, quantum merwit, to any 
renumeration for his services, and he (Mr. R.) 
submitted that be was not entitled to recover 
any remuneration for those services. ‘The 
only ground upon which he could base such 
claim would be that the proposed eale fell 
rough by the wilful default of thedefendants, 
denied that it did 60,—the equality. of 
evidence contradicted it peremptorily. ‘he 
defetitanta simply declined to sell upon tern 
on which Clu proposed to buy. ‘There wa: 
no Uargain-money, and, in addition to that, 
Chu would not agree to accept the steamer 
according to the description which the defend- 
ants had received. Tt was, therefore, reason- 
able on the part of the defendants that they 
should decline to fix themselves to 
deliver a particular steamer, before they 
knew they could get the’ vessel. ‘The 
matter fell through, therefore, from’ causes 
incidental to itself, and “not from am 
act of' tho defendants. Defendants: said it 
would be impossible to contract to deliver a 
steamer on the conditions asked by Chu, be- 
cause the builder himself, in the caso of a ew 
steamer, could not tell what depth she would 
draw. "The defendants might have entered 
into such a contract if they found there was 
such a steamer. They did find there was 
such a vessel, but it was virtually as good as 
no steamer, because she was uniusurable, 
‘The defendants, therefore, did not enter 
the contract from circumstances inci 
the business itself. ‘The pla 
been aware of that fact, and he had put it to 
him in the strongest possible manner in hi 
question of that morning, which plaintiff said 
he could-not answer. 

‘His Lonpsuir asked wher 
Uhat the payment of commission depended 
upon the happening of something? 

‘Mr. Rovixsox replied, in the original 
instructions to the plaintif, in letter 1, and i 
the evidence of Messrs. Brown and Wheelock. 
It was a contingency inseparable from 
the conduct of the business. ‘The defendants 
were attempting to sell a steamer through a 





























































































broker. Were they to expect a contract to 
be signed before they knew they could get a 
steanier? If the steamer could not be got, 
a jury (and his Lordship was sitting as one} 
would at once say the thing was at an end, 
He next called attention to letter 3, in which 
the plaintiff suggested that the defendants 
had better telegraph to Liverpoo}, and then 
they might be able to make a contract, and 
said it showed that the plaintiff knew that a 
coutract was a sine qua non. ‘There w: 
however, no contract, and he repeated that 
the plaintiff must have understood from the 
beginning that it was necessary there should 
be one. 

His Lorpsuir—The plaintiff's argument is 
that there wasacontract, but that it fell 
through by defendants’ default. 

‘Mr, Rowrxsox—Where is the evidence of 
such contract 
His Loxpsure—Mr, Little says, «I wi 
n the contract to-day.” Plaintiff say 
“Tt is by your default it is not signed, and 
therefore T sue you for my commission.” 

Mr, Ropixsox—Defendant said he would 
sign the contract, because there was a contract 

poken of, and not signed. It appears to me 
a perfect non sequitur 

‘Lis Lonpsuur—Plaintiff says “there was a 
contract ready to be signed, U prove this by 
your own letters.” ‘That is’ what his argu- 
meut maintain 

‘Mr, Romxsos—And I say there is no force 
in the argument. ‘The evidence on both sides 
shows that a contract should have been signed, 
Dut it was not; and until there was a con- 
ned, it was not settled what his com 
mission was to be. 

His Lorpsir—I am not prepared to con- 
sider that the first letter lins anything to do 
with the three ships which come in after. 

Mr. Rontssox said the particulars were 
obtained of those three ships, and how it 
could be said the first letter had nothing to 
do with them, he could not see. But upon that 
his Lordship would decide. “Another reason 
why it could not, be contended that the con. 
tract fell through by default of the defendants, 
was that it contained a stipulation that if not 
approved, the vessel could be rejected. Ho 
then, could it be assumed that the sale fell 
through by default of the defendants? How 
could\the plaintiff, by sny possibility, have a 
claim to commission, wlien the contract fell 
through by reason of one of its own terms? 
Thre is positive evidence that the Manager 
of the Company said that if left to him he 
would not take the steamer, and on her 
arrivalshewasactnally rejected. Tnsuchacaso, 
there being no sale, how could plaintiff recover 
hiscommission? He could noteven recover upon 

it, His services wero value- 
to the defendants, and there was no 
\e0 of failing to complete on their part, 
He would give authorities on the point of 
quantum meruil Reed v. Rann” and 
* Dalton v. Irving,” were conclusive on the 
point; but there was a third case, “Green 
and another v. Mules” (30, L.J., C.P, 143), 
equally so. 

‘His Loxpsurr—That care turns upon the 
question of influence. 

Mr. Roprssox said it showed how strictly 
tho law construed such things ; and in the 
pretent case, the event not having happened, 
the plaintiff was not entitled to recover. Ho 
was just going to refer to the case of * Prickett 
v. Badger,” upon which his friend Jind relied. 
‘That. case was distinct from this on two 

‘the plaintiff found a purchaser, but 
ndant was unable to coniplete the sale. 
‘here was, therefore, every difference in the 
world. In this ease, the plaintiff had not 
done all that was required—in that ense, the 
plaiutiff had done all be was called upon to 
do, De had found the land wanted, aud had 
done all he possibly could to earn ‘his com- 
mission. It all turned upon one point, that 
the person who was resisting payment had 
put it out of the plaintiff's power to complete 
the contract, and by his default had caused 
plaintiff to lose his commission, But there

“Foster and Finlayson” were open tothe same 
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objection—they did not fall within this 
particular ease. With regard to the ictter 
offering 14 per cent, commission, it seemed to 
him that owing to the diminution in price 
‘they were to receive for their vessel, it was 
periectly valid on their part to make the offer. 
They coutracted to give plaiutiff 5 per ceut., 
provided they got a particular sum ; if they 
could not get that sum, they were perfectly 
justified in declining to give so high a commis- 

If plaintiff would not abate bis commis- 
; then defendants could say, “We will 
not enter into a contract.” 

His Lorpsute thought the explanation of 
the letter was, that defendants wereuegotiating 
for sale of a steamer, and could not get for it 
somuch as they expected ; they therefore said 
in effect to plaintiff, “If you will abate your 
commission to 14 per cent. we will go on with 
ce ce 

Mr. Ronrxsox said that was precisely the 
ound on which he put it, He had 
forgotten to refer his Lordship to one 
case, “Broad v. Thomas,” (7th Bingham, 
99), which was also strongly in point. Mr. 
Robinson concluded by saying he thought he 
need not occupy his Lordship's attention am 
longer. Upon the grounds he had mentione 
he contended that the proper course would bi 
‘that the plaintiffshould be nonsuited, —Plaia. 
ti’ had said that if he had known of any 
hitch he could not have gone up-country. 
Defendant wished the attention of the Court 
to be called to the telegram received on the 
20th January, before plaintift started to 
up-country, which rav, ‘we do not think 
woll of third steamer : lengthened : 4-old.”

It 
was quite obvious that if his client was to go 
without anything, he would be the loser, 
because he had spent a great deal of time aud 
trouble for the defendants over the matter, and 
if he got nothing for it, he would be at a loss. 
‘The question was, what was plaintiff engaged 
todo, what were the terins of his employ- 
ment, and how far had he carried th 
‘The defendants argued that th 
no authority to make a contract in the inat- 
ter. "Plaintiff did not deny that he had no 
authority to sign any engagement binding 
defendants. What he contended was, that he 
was to find a purchaser for 
upon cortain terms. He said, that 
found a purchaser upon those terms, he hai 
performed the whole of the duty that was 
east upon him as a broker ; and that if the 
defendants chose, for reasons of their own, 
to proceed no further in the matter, it was 
not the default of the plaintiff, and that his 
claim for payment of his commission was not 
vitinted thereby. His friend had tried to 
look upon the earlior letters that hd passed 
Detwvecn the parties, and especi 
in Decomber, 1872, as heimg 
of all that followed." It nover could be said, 
without further evidence than that, -that 
am undated letter would bind the parties 
throng all the subsequent, proceedings— 
through the whole course ‘of the affair. 
There was nothing to show that tho de- 
fendants accepted the suggestion thrown 
out by the plaintiff in that letter, nor that 
the defendants would be willing to contract 
on those terms. ‘here was plenty of evidence 
that they would allow plaintiff to take half the 
profit, Ie, therefore, submitted that those 
live or six letters might be dismissed from the 
case, The evidence showed that the plaintiff 
was employed by the defendants to sell to the 
G. M. S.N. Co., or to anybody else, certain 
Steamers, the particulars of which had been 
Siven to him—the real fact being contained in 
the letter of the 4th January, 1873, which 
Save the particulars of the steamers. There 

Was nothing said in the letter about bargain 
money or any other terms whatever. He 























































































contended that that letter was really the first 
in which they would look to find the terms 
upon which the plaintiff was employed. His 
friend had next gone on to say that the 
plaintiff never did’ find a purchaser on those 
terms; but be (Mr. W.) had to contend that 
he did find a purchaser. He found a buyer, 
who was willing to give the money, and 
communicated the fact to the defendants. 
‘The defendants evidently believed that a con- 
tract hadin effect been made—thatonecoulid be 
igued on those terms—because tliey endorsed 
the letter at the time, ‘Steamer sold Chu,” 
and forthwith entered into the offers submitted 
to them by another broker to sell the Aden. 
‘They telegraphed home to England in January, 
to their agents there, to purchase the 75a, and 
there was no doubt’ about their then so far 
rrangements made by plain- 
plaintiff had sworn most positively 
that nothing was said to him about bargai 
money or of the nature of it. ‘The defendants 
now said there was to be something, either 
bargain money or an equivalent for it; and 
that the Aden was to be handed over to them 
in the nature of bargain money. He would 
like to ask how it was that, in thie letter of the 
27th January, the defendants said, “E think 
you had better settle her to be delivered 
‘within three mouths.” What were the defend- 
ants going to do in those three months with 
the Aden? ‘They had it in evidence that the 
Aden was to be deli 
the Precursor and the Daybreak, and it had 
beon stated that the Daybreak arrived on 
March 22nd and the Precursor on the 24th 
April. ‘Those ships, therefore, arrived within 
the period of three months. "He submitted 
that that was the understanding the defend- 
ants arrived at, that the Aden was to be 
delivered within three months. They now 
said she was to be handed over at once, but 
crerything pointed the other way. It was 
clear, therefore, that the defendants were, in 
that ‘way, perfectly prepared to take a cousi- 
derable amount of tis for although they now 
said it would be madness and folly to have 
done so, they were then willing to do it, 
‘They telegraphed home to have a steamer 
sent out, and they actually committed the 
elves to become purchasers at home befo 
thing was said about bargain mone 
‘They were perfectly willing to become 
purchasers of the 75a or the Laptet, which- 
ever came out, So far as regarded bargain 
money, and as regarded other matters, which 
the defendants said they stipulated for, he 
thought he should be able to show that plain- 
tiff did everything they asked for, for he con- 
tended that the transactions of the 75a and the 
Zaplek must be taken ax one and the same 
fair. ‘The plaintiff carried out all 
arrangements completely for the salo of a 
steamer to the C. Mf. SN. Company, and all 
parties considered it was’ virtually settled. 
He went away, andin his absence, the defen 
ants got out farther information as to the 
75a, aud substituted another steamer for her, 
writing the C. M.S. N. Company, “You can't 
have the stcamer, but there is another, cost- 
ing £3,000 more ; if you will givo that or its 
equivalent, ‘Tis. 10,000, you can have her.” 
‘This was agreed to, anda written coutract 
was drawn up. That was mentioned in the 
couversation between plaintiff and. defendant 
on board the Appin, ‘The recollection of the 
plaintiff and defendant on that point some- 
what differed, but there could be no doubt as 
tothe fact. ‘Plaintiff expressed his surprise 
that adearer steamer had been substituted 
for the 75a, and about th defendant was 
in possession of the contract from Chu, for the 
purchase of a steamer at Tis. 10,000 more, 
but when this steamer was seen by ‘Tong-kin, 
sing, who had then sueceeded Chu, he rejected 
her as being unsuitable. Mr. Wainewright 
addressed himself at considerable length to 
various other points raised and cases cited by 
Mr. Robinson, contending that those he had 
himwolf cited Were applicable to the ease; 

His Lorpsuir—Where do you find the 
evidence to which yon allude, that the 
defendants had concluded a contract with the 
Chinese ? 

Mr. Warsewntcnt—The evidence of that 
is, thatthe plaintiff had found a purchaser 
for the 75a, and that the defendants them- 
selves substituted the Laptek for her, and 
received a contract from the Chinese. 

His Lonpsutr—And he says his commission 
acerned by arranging for tlie sale of the 75a, 
and that defeudauts had no right to substitute 
another steamer for her, and deprive him of 
















































































earvings. But where do you find any 
evidence that the defendants bad concluded 
a contract for the sale of the Laplek? 

Mr. Warsewarcur—he plaintiff has sworn 
that on board the Appia the defendant said 
he ad arranged for the sale of the steamer 
to Chiu, for ‘£10,000 more, and that Chu was 
fast bound and could not draw back.

Mr, Warxewnrcur—He did in hi 
in chief, but on cross-examination, 
did speak about both, but could not remember 
the exact words.

Mr. Watsewaiont—But then he says he 
agreed to sell at a certain price to those 
people, that he had made a losing bargain, 

plaintiff must come down in commission. 
hat, however, cannot he proved, because he 
never got the Aden. It does not follow that 
he would not have made a profit on the Aden. 
He might have sold her, or insured her, and 
run her on a rock—(ho did not mean’ pur- 
posely)—aud after all she might have been as 
lucky as the Laptek was. The defendants 
spoke of the Aden as virtually their own, 
That was his (Mr, W.'s) view of the 
letter of the 25th February—the only diffi- 
culty in the defendants’ “mind apparently 
being that they would suffer a loss, and that 

plaintiff must share it. He could hardly 
believe that the defendants would have writ- 
ten such a letter without that meauing, and 
thought it clearly showed that there was a 
contract to sell, which afterwards fell through, 
by no default of the plaintift’s, and that be had 
done nothing to forfeit his right to commission. 
He could not understand the distinetion 
drawn by his friend between transactions in 
Jand and ships—a defecti 
thesameasonefor a ship. The cases of ‘Read 
v. Rann” and ‘Broad v. Thomas,” turaed, 
be believed, upon the custom of the port of 
London only.

is Lorpsmr, in delivering judgment, 
sain this caxe siting a8 1 do a8 a jory, L 
conceive that I have to address mysclt to it 
very much in the way in which a jury would, 
L imagine, deal with it under the direction 
that I would give them. Now, what ought 
my direction toa jury in this case tv be? T 
should ask them, in the first place, whether in 
their opinion, the plaintiff had negotiated a 
binding contract with reference to the “75a” 
steamer ; for only if he did, was he entitled 
to commission. I should at tho samo 
time tell them that in my own opinion there 
was no binding contract, as the language of 
the plaintiff's own letter of 25th January— 
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“provided that the terms of the contract are 
amutually satisfactory”—clearly showed. ‘The 
second question I should ask the jury would 
be—M Are you satisfied that there was a 
definitive contract with reference to the 
Laptel, concluded by the defendants with 
Chu?’ Because if you are, although this 
contract wasnot negotiated by the plaintiff, 
but by the defendants themselves direct 
with Chu, yet being due to the plaintiff's 





introduction of the defendants to Chu, 
he is entilled, if your answer is in 
the affirmati to ‘commission on the 





contract; and if you take the letter of the 
defendants of the 25th February as conclusive 
on tho subject, you must be of opinion that it 
was solely by the fault of the defendants that 
it was not earried out.”

sion had ever accrued under the first nego- 
tintion—to make what terms they liked as 
to the second, and such terms were never in 
fact come to.’ Therefore, the plaintiff is uot 
entitled to any commission. But I think that 
the letter to which I have referred (of the 
25th February) induced the plaintiff to believe 
that the only obstacle to the conclusion of the 
contract was an abatement by him of his 
commission, and that, therefore, he was 
jutiied in bringing the action 

Viewing the rights of the parties by this 
light, I shall order the verdict to be entered 
for the defendants, Lut inasmuch as 1 think 
their note of the 25th February misled the 
plaintiff, and as costs are in the discretion of 
the Court, £ shall order each party to pay 
his own cost:

Defendant, an apprentice of the Corea, was 
brought up ona warrant, charged with being 
absent from that ship without leave. 





Tn answer to the the defendant, a 
well-spoken youth, admitted that he went 

ore on Sanday night, between cight and 
e o'clock. (t was his first voyage, and 
he was so disgusted with a sealife, that he 
thought he would try to leave it.” He had 
been brought up to office work at home, and 
could not stard the change. While he was 
on the quay, the mate came up and took 
hold of him ‘by the neck, then got him on 
board, and threw him down on the deck, 
hurting him much. His hands were also 
lashed behind his back, and that treatment 
still more confirmed him in his desire to leave. 
He lay on his chest for some time, aud he 
believed the Captain ordered his hands to be 
unlashed, He afterwards managed to get 
ashore. He was bound apprentice by his 
guardian ; but the owners said if he did not 
Tike the sea he could leave. 

‘The Captain stated that the defendant was 
‘on shore on the Suuday afternoon. He mot 
him in Hongkew, and told him to take care 
of himself. At night, defendant came to 
the ship ; and hearing the mate calling out, he 
(the Captain) went on deck, and saw defendant 
and the mate struggling together on the 
wharf. Defendant, who was the worse for 
drink, was then got on board. ‘The mate said 
defendant had drawn a knife upon him and 
threatened his life; but the defendant said 
the knife had fallen out of his pocket, and 
he (the Captain) was willing to believe that 
statement. As defendant said he 
determined to get ashore again, hi 
were lashed, ‘The defendant was 
able youth, and was bound apprentice to the 
owner for four years, but he (the Captain) did 
not know the terms of his articles. 

Bis Worsurr said defendant must go back 
to his ship, and put up with the inconveniences 
of a sealife until he returned to England 
‘Then, perhaps, if he told bis guardian his 
dislike to the sea, an arrangement could be 
made with the owners for him to leave, It 
his attempting to stay ashore in 
aud he hoped defendant would take 
now given him, and go back to his 
Worship also cautioned defendant 
against indulging in drink, and ordered him 
to pay the cost of the summons. 

‘The Captain said he would be very glad, 
and he had litle doubt the ovnera would aleo 
be, to let the defendant leave when be got 
home.

By His Worsttr—The ship came into port 
on the 24th February.

I missed a bottle of gin, but 
did not count the sherry. 

His Worsurr—What other evidence is 
there, to counect the prisoner with the bottle 
of gin? 

Captain Apaus said the lower hold was not 
full, and access was gained to it through a 
hole broken in the forecastle. He believed 
other persons were concerued in the matter, 
but the reason he suspected the prisoner was 
that for all one day, while at sea, the 11th 
February, the prisoner was drunk and off 
duty. He found the prisoner on the quarter 
deck, talking very loud. He ordered him off, 
but he would not go, and he (the captain) 
pushed him on to the main deck. Prisoner 
then threatened what he would do to him, 
He then ordered defendant aloft, He weut 
up very slowly, making a great noise still, 
and saying if hie could only get two or three 
more to join he would do for him (the captain). 
He afterwards came down, and refused to go 
aloft again, His hands were then lashed, but 
aiter a time ho became contrite and’ was 
released, He was very much intoxicated, and 
from the state he was im he must have been 
drinking during the day. He went to his berth 
atnoon, and did nothing till six next morning, 
‘He (the captain) had the forecastle examined, 
and founda hole had been broken through 
the Uull-head, by. which the ‘tween decks 
ached. 

xd that he was drunk on the 















on the quarter deck and ma 
only went to speak tothe captain, ‘as a man 
should.” The reason he remained below was 
because of his leg being bad from the captain 
‘and mate pulling him about. 

‘The Mate gave evidence confirmatory of the 
captain's statement, Prisoner smelt of liquor 
on the day named, and while he was in his 
berth in the afternoon, he would not sponk 
when witness wanted him to turn to; and 
witness believed he was drunk. He came on 
deck next morning, and complained of his 
leg. According to the ship's manifest, ther 
were two cases of gin and one of wine mi 
sing.

‘The Mate said that was three months ago, 
and the door was afterwards nailed up again, 
after which it had been re-opened. 

His Hoxour said, if

He (the captain) produced a 
doctor's certificate to the effect that the de- 
fendant was suffering badly, but that it was 
not necessary for him to keep his berth.

He had 
told the captain he was sick, but could not

Home two days after he was put ashore, but 
did not know whether the ship had then 
sailed, 

Mr. Bowex stated that the defendant 
shipped on tho 18th February, and joined on 
the 24th. ‘The captain did not wish to have 
him on board before.

His Wonsurr read a note {rom Captain 
Barclay to the agents, in which he said, 
“Fox came on board, but did not turn to 
work. He went on ‘shore, and did not re- 
turn.” It was very suspicious that the defen- 
dant should have come ashore in that manner. 
When did the captain tell him to pack up and 
come ashore? 

Defendant said it was the morning after he 
went on board. He had gone on board in the 
afternoon, and afterwards went aft and told 
the captain he was very ill. He was not ill 
when he was shipped, it eame on afterwards. 
I was something in’his side, like pleurisy. 
Was aboard all that night, and slept close to 
the forecastle door, and ‘supposed he took 
cold. ‘The crew brought his clothes aft, when 
he told the captain he was ill, and put them 
ina sampan. He was landed ‘on the beach, 
abreast of the ship, and found he could get no 
further than the German Home, he was s0 ill. 

Mr. Bower said when the defendant came 
first to the Sailors’ Home, he had a chest of 
clothes, but on his return ‘he had only a bag. 
He said he had given the chest away, and sold 
some of the clothes. 

Defendant, in reply to questions, said he 
did not see’ a doctor while he was in the 
German Home. He was very bad sti 

Bailey, the constable of the Home, said he 
put the defendant on board the Northampton 
‘on the morning of the 24th, at nine o'clock. 
‘He was quite sober, but had a bottle of grog 
with him, which the. mate took away from 

im. Witness saw him again at the Home, 
in the evening of the same day. then 
seemed to have been drinking, and said the 
mate had given him leave to come on shore, 
Witness kept him at the Home all that night, 
and gave him a breakfast next morning, aiter 
which he was again put on board, on the 
morning of the 25th ult, Me did not complain 
of being ill. 

His Wonsurr said after that testimony, he 
did not bi he defendant's statement. 
‘The night he slept near the fore- 
astle door and caught cold, it turned out 
that he had slept af the Home. And with 
respect to the captain’s note, it was not 
likely the captain would have written in 
such a way lad the defendant been ill and 
lyeen ordered ashore in consequence. Ile (his 
Worship) did not believe he was ill at 
all. By his conduct he had made the 
Sailors’ Home liable for the re-payment of 
advance. It was a very dishonest trick. 
defe and then 
ly ill, why did 
hie not go at once to the Superintendent of 
the Home, and tell him, so that he might 
have put another man in his place. 

Mr. Bowen said the Northampton put to 
sea one hand short, in consequence of defend- 
ant’s not informing him.

Complainant deposed that, on the evening 
of the day named the ship'was caught in a

‘On coming on deck again, the captain came 
to him, and said “I do not want any more 
nonsense from you, you d— thief.” He 
told the captain he was not a thief, when the 
captain took up a belaying pin, made a mos 
tion towards him with it, aud said he would 
knock his brains out. Complainant retorted, 

‘Do it, but you must take the consequences.” 
The captain also threatened to throw him 
overboard. The crew were close by at the 
time, and heard it all, 

Captain ADS anid tho weather had been 
squally during the day in question, and at 
four in the afternoon the ship was caught in 
one of the squalls. He gave orders to let go 
the foretopsail halyards, and the complainant 
at once went below, rendering no assistance, 
He did not go aloft to help to furl the sail, 
for which he (the captain) told him he was 
lagy and hung back when work was wanted, 
When the work was all done and tho sail 
secured, me on deck, It was raining 
slightly at the time. 

Gne of the crew, who had been summoned 
by the complainant asa witness, corroborated 
his evidence. It would only have taken two 
minutes to do the work aloft. 

‘His Worsmrr said if the complainant was 
ordered to go aloft, the ship being cauglit in a 
squall, it was his duty to have gone at once, 
without waiting to fetch his oilski 
time so lost might not have made much dif- 
ference ‘to the complainant, but-it might to 
the ship under the circ ‘He should 
not, either, have answered the captain back 
in such a manner, but have gone about his 
work without discnssion—that was conduct 
which could not be sanctioned, ‘The sum- 
mons would be dismissed. 


R, (Master of Corea) v. C. Perenses. 
Neglect of Duty. 

The parties to the last case then changed 
positions, the former complainant being now 
charged with neglect of duty in not keeping 
watch. 

Captain Apaxs said that the ship was lying 
in the stream, and it was necessary to keep 
a good watch.

Defendants are seamen, at present staying 
at the Sailors’ Home, and’ were charged with 
being drunk and disorderly in tho public 
streets on Monday night; also with having 
broken a jinriksha and thrown the picees into 
the Yang-king-pang, and resisting a French 
coustable. Rose lias been before the Court on 
1 previous occasion, for assaulting the steward 
of the Star of Jamaica. 

Heding interpreted on behalf of the coolies 
plying with the Jnrickal, the drat of whom 

jeposed that, on Monday, he and his com 
Pauion were ‘hired by two men from pine 
O'clock in the morning until eight o'clock at 
night. In the evening they were ordered to

‘Witness replied that that was all they gave 
him, When he and his companion climbed 
up out of the creck, the prisouers were in the 
custody of a French constabl 
being asked for his version of the 
affair, said that ho and Barke hired the ji 
rikshia, aud at night they were a little 
for liquor. ‘They ealled at a ho 
ang-king.pong, and gave the jut 
coolies half-a-dollar to get change, with which 
to pay the hire of the vehicle. ‘The coolies tried 
to got away with their vehicle, without gi 
any change. {fe (Rose) took hold of t 
riksha, and one of the coolies pushed him into 
the creck. Burke then interfered, and he 
(Rose) supposed the jinriksha was broken in 
the struggle. By his fall, he was bruised 
‘all over.” He denied pushing the vebicle 
into the creek, When pushed, he fell a depth 
Of soven or eight feet. 
1 second coolie was examined, and he also 
said the defendants were not the mea who 
























































































He 
corroborated the evidence of his companion, 
AFreuch constable was also questioned, 


and confirmed the coolies’ evidence in several 
particulars. He said if Rose had been pushed 
into the Creek, his clothes would have been 
niuddy.

Referring to the Chinese loan, the Economist 
says :—We suppose from the definiteness and 
articularity of a Reuter’s telegram from 
longkong, published this week, that there is 
‘at length no doubt of the fact that Chi 
to be added to the number of States having a 
public debt. “It is stated that a loan has been 
actually contracted on account of the Chinese 
Government, that the amount is £627,675, 
that it will’ bear 8 per cent. interest and be 
issued at the price of 95 per cent, through the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, that it will 
be secured by the Customs Revenue, that 
£300,000 is to be placed in China, at the 
exchange f 4s. 14d. per dollar, and that the sub- 
scription lists will close on the 1Gthinst, ‘The 
operation is thus one which makes it resemble 
some of the worst issues of foreign loans which 
come into the market. The rate of interest 
particularly is, very high for so small a toan 
1y a country of such vast population and 
‘hina, and almost implies that the 
Chinese Government must be wastefully using 
its home resources, since with proper economy 
and without the burden of a great funded debt 
it ought to be able to borrow temporarily at a 
much less rate of interest than 8 per cent., or 
do without loans altogether. As regards the 
way in which such a Joan should be treated by 
investorshere, wedonot think thereean bomuch 
doubt. ‘The moderation of the amount of the 
proposed loan is no doubt an element in favour 
of China, but whatever the amount, the 
to be kept in mind by investors are 
is practically an unknown country, 
an unknown country undergoing a tedious 
cial revolution in consequence 
ed contact with Western powers, 
aud that it is quite uncertain whether such a 
country can hat kindof political 
stability which is essential to financial good. 
faith. “Lending to China may be a good 
‘enough speculation for those who know some- 
thing about it and can afford to take the risk, 
but the case is one where much knowledge is 
required and should be used, and where tl 
risk, judging by the rate of interest, will pre- 
sumably be appreciable. It is to'be feared, 
however, that China, like Japan and other 
new borrowers of recent years, will be 
demoralised by the cordislity of its welcome 
to the money markets of the West, and will 
be tempted to exceed the, proper limits of 
indebtedness, even af it should now be keeping. 
iu them. Yet why should China be able 
to borrow a sixpence without first producing 
its accounts of revenue and expenditure ?

PIECE GOODS.—0n Friday—12th instant—our market was thrown into a state of ferment by the news, that the Treststw Tau 
Sux, lind imposed, or had threatened to impose an additional squeeze on all goods landed within, or passing through the limits of hi 
jurisdiction, and the excitement increased until Monday afternoon, when the 8. 8. Yungching arrived with counter-advices, to the effect 
that Sun lad been misunderstood, and that native produce and native jmanufactures alone were the objects of his pressing atten- 
tions, ‘The following is a translation of the proclamation which caused the receut storm :— 


Proclamation, issued at Tientsin, 20th of 1st Moon. 
‘The Customs’ and Foreign Affairs’ Tautai, &c., of Tientsin, issues a Proclamation :— 


Waeneas, according to law, it is incumbent on Chinese merchants when importing native goods from steamer or sailing ship, 
after payment of duties at Une Foreign Customs, to apply to the Hou Kwan (Native Customs) and then hand in li-kin duties : the 
previous Tautai, Tsung, fearing that cargo would be smuggled through, ater passing the Foreign Customs, laid down regulations, 
as reported by memorial to the ‘Throne, to the effect that the Foreign Customs should draw up, in triplicate, sched 
Goods passed for tho guidance of the Native Customs. ‘hean regulations, however, have degenerated by longth 0 
emply formula, and native merchants no longer make application to the (Native) Customs in conformity with the schedule, 
Bull worse, they eraftily declare the cargo to be Foreign property, give false marks, return less weight, falsify quality, change 

ekages, and are guilty of all species of malpractices. Since the opening of Foreign commerce, native goods, coming formerly by 
internal water routes, now arrive by sea, and the Hon Kwan (Native Customs) at present depends entirely on lickin duties to 
make up the deficiency in its proper duty receipts. ‘Therefore, in view of the loss arising from the smuggling practi 

merchants, it behoves the Taotai to at once carry into effect the regulations referred to, and to take strong measures to suppress 
recent practices, and in addition to deputing oficers to take stringent and coercive measures, it is proper that Uhis admonitory 


proclamation be issued. 
Let, therefore, ali merchan d with entoring Imports at the Customs, kuow that, henceforth, 
tat once, in accordance with the schedule made by the 


Imports of native cargo, after parsing th ig 
Foreign Customs, give particulars to the ‘Hon Kwan” of marks and contents, name of lander and date of entry, and pay 
dues in conformity. In this way, when the cargo is-transferred to olher Godowns, or sold aud sent away, there will be means 


of identifying the yackayes. Passes can be issued and attempts at nefarious gain and smugyling will be suppressed. Therefore, 

from this date, let all conform to these instructions by at ouce handing in to the (Native) Customs specific particulars of theit 

i And, in the event of any one being detected in the desig: folate these orders, they will be heavily punished.

Kwan jnmediately after passing the Foreign Customs. All the goods have further been piled np on the quay with the obvions 
intention of instigating Foreign merchants to action, and thereby to resist the pryment of the li-kin duties, "The cireumataucos 
are really abominable, aud it becomes necessary fo make a rigid investigation, in order to apprehend the guilty. Besides 
requesting the Foreign Consuls to make enquiries, the Tantai issues this proclamation. Let all merchants and Honge know 
that all native goods imported by steamers aud sailing ahips will, after entry at the Foreign Customs, have to be at once 
reported duty paid at the Hou Kwan, and pay duty in accordance with the “Schedule” regulations. Smuggling will be heavily 
punished. Let ail tremblingly obey. 

In regard to these, the native brokers here are not slack in saying that the Trextsty dealers are not altogether blameless, They found 
that their first shipments hence were considerably in excess of the wants of the North-Western traders, who were provided with credits 
and fands to the extent of their requirements only. Thus, the prospects for the large surplus were not very promising, Further, 
exchange took rather an awkward turn for holders, And another story lias it that Sox's proclamation is aimed at the system which gives 
to native shippers of native produce by native owned steamers greater privileges than those enjoyed by shippers who avail themselves of 
the foreign lines, His revenue was suffering, and he simply uow demands what he considers himself justly entitled to, which is, that 
all produce, whether imported in native or in foreign owued bottoms, shall be subject to oue tariff, aud if this be trae he deserves to be 
supported in his efforts ta abolish the differential scales that are said to exist. Against this, however, the dealers are indignant, ant 
ence their ery of extra Ukin, which, fortunately, was stifled before it had time to accomplish the wished-for effect. ‘Those are aspects 
of the affair which may or may not be true, and they are given here simply for what they may be worth. 


‘The effect of the misunderstanding at Trestsrx is thus described by a correspondent — 
Tr is almost needless to say this put a stop to all business, in fact the Chinese will not even take delivery of their cargo from 
the steamers. A deputation of Chinese were taken to the different Consuls at this port, and represented tite case in such a way 
that Lam given to understand induced them as a body to remonstrate with the Tautai. It has not transpired yet whether this 

lias had any effect. ‘The natives threaten to shut up their shops if the Tax is enforced. ‘The Bund is oue mass of cargo. 

And the same writer advises the termination of the business as follows:—The Tavrar has been obliged to give in regarding Manchester 
“goods. Chinese produce, however, has to pay the /i-tin tax whenever landed. Business will commence at once—the Brokers going 
“about to-day”—11th instant—“ but up to this time no sales have taken place.” 

‘The market news from Jarax, by the last steamer, was worse, and tus, business, here, since last mail day, has been 
confined to buying for the River Ports, for Nixaro, and some little things for Cazroo. In this way, however, a fair amount as beet 
put through, and a further rise in the value of best 84-Ib. Grey Skirtings and common 6, 7 and 8-Ib. 7-Cloths has been established. 
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Grey Shirtings.—The lighter weights, and_more particularly the low to medium grades of 7-lbs., have been much wanted, but their 
“Sontinued scarcity restricts business, and renders quotations little other than nominal ; Tis. 1.52 per piece bas been refused for Dewhurst’s 
Eagle chop. Amongst 8-Ibs. the finest classes have realised better values—Dewhursts Eagle having at last touched Tis. 1.95; and 
‘Tis 1.98 baving been given for Mendel’s Hand and Branci. |The very lowest qualities are also rather ster in price, but ordinaty to 
good medium chops remain stationary, and in limited but strengthening request. The excitement in Heavy Shirlings seems to ha 
‘sobered down a little, but there are still buyers “to arrive” atlast week’s quotations, and goods on hand command extreme rates. 
‘Total sales of Shirtings, 52 a 55,000 pieces. 


White Shirtings.—A slight decline on former currencies is noticeable, Transactions Lave been insignificant, The ‘Tuestsix 
‘unpleasantness is partly accountable for this. 


T-Cloths.—Nothing new in the position of this article. ‘The demand for the lower counts of 6 to T-lbs. hi 
‘and the inferior makes of 36-in, Cloth have been steadily enquired for, In all these—owing to their scarcity—sellers have 
iad the advantage, and the tendency of prices is still agaiust buyers at the close, Cousiderable transactious in low G-lbs, 
‘aud 7-Ibs., to arrive by an early steamer, have been entered into at Tl. 1.11 and Tl. 1.25 per piece. ‘There has also been a stroug 
enquiry for ordinary Mexican 7-lbs., and the sales recorded establish improved vaiues; but the best descriptions have nob 
eon much sought afte: though business ‘has taken place at previous quotations—Tls, 1.53 for Collie’s Dollar chop—the market 
seems weak, Bstimate of week’s business—65,000 a 70,000 pieces. 


Drills.—Some fifteen-hundred pieces of good Dutch 14-Ibs. at Ts. 2.36 per piece nett, and 8,000 pieces of Mendel’s Pillar—same weight— 
at ‘Tis, 220 a 2.92, lee brokerage, comprive the aettements of the week, and these were elected mostly before the Tieutsin news 
reached Shanghai, 


Joans.—The American Jeans (2,000 pieces) ex Golden State, have been placed at Tis. 2.75 per piece. In addition to these, the purchases of 
English Jeans aggregate 6,000 pieces, at Tls. 1.83 a 1.864 per piece.
